of  the  most  modern  appliances  known 
to  the  hotel  business.  There  will  be  a 
vacuum  cleaning  system  throughout  the 
entire  building:  an  oil-burning  heating 
plant  is  to  be  Installed;  there  will  be 
baths  in  all  rooms  (many  of  them 
shower  baths)  and  running  Ice-water — 
this  latter  being  a  feature  which  is  ex- 
pected to  prove  very  popular  with  guests 
during  the  warm  months' of  the  Summer. 
There  will  be  no  rooms  without  sunlight. 
The  Dominion  will  have  a  frontage 
of  190  feet  on  Yates  Street,  by  120  on 
Blanchard — 64x120  on  the  corner  of 
Blanchard.  being  used  as  a  delightful 
Summer  park,  which,  by  the  way,  city 
hotels  seldom  possess. 

The  Dominion  is  undoubtedly  the 
pioneer  hotel  of  Western  Canada,  having 
occupied  the  present  site  since  the  year 
1876,  when  it  was  founded  by  the  late 
Ml  Stephen  Jones,  father  of  the  present 
proprietor,  who  succeeded  to  the  busi- 
ness In  1889.

There  will  be  considerable  interest 
aroiiBed  in  the  announcement  w.-  are 
able  to  make  this  morning  that  the 
Union  Passenger  Depot  to  be  built  on 
the  former  Indian  Reserve  will  cost  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $500,000.  This  is 
for  the  station  building  alone  because 
it  Is  obvious  the  actual  expenditure  in 
connection  with  the  general  terminal 
plans  will  be  very  much  greater.  It 
has  been  found  necessary  to  slightly 
change  the  location  of  the  depot  so  as 
to  give  both  the  E.  &  N.  Railway  4g4< 
the  Canadian  Northern  Pacific  the  easi- 


•*»t  HletBoB  «r  auuwa.  Tlia  Jw,lp /jpy* 
chosen  is  &  commanding  one  to  which 
all  the. railways  will  be  able  to  effect 
their  approach  on  the  same  grade. 
•  It  la  apparent  from  the  am 
intentions  of  the  Provincial  Govei 
that  the  west  side  of  the  harbor  will  be 
a  scene  of  busy  activity  within  a  very 
short  time.  The  Dominion  Government 
has  agreed  to  carry  out  dredging  work 
along  the  entire  waterfrontage  of  the 
former  reserve,  and  in  addition  will  pay 
one-half  the  cost  of  the  retaining  walls 
and  embankment  that  it  is  proposed  to 
erect  for  the  purpose  i  of  reclaiming 
some  eight  acres  of  land  which  will  be 
the  property  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment. When  this  tract  is  included  the 
Province  will  have  approximately  seven 
thousand  feet  of  waterfrontage  on  the 
harbor  which  the  Government  proposes 
I  .  lease  to  industrial  firms.  This  asset 
alone,  on  a  very  conservative  estimate, 
will  be  worth  some  three  million  dollars, 
so  that  Sir  Richard  McBrlde  was  well 
within  the  mark  in  valuing  the  entire 
reserve,  under  the  new  conditions,  at 
five  millions,  a  value  which  Will  greatly 
increase  as  it  continues  to  be  opened 
up   by    industrial  development. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Govern- 
ment intends  to  appropriate  sufficient 
money  in  the  coming  estimates  to  carry 
forward  the  construction  of  the  bridge 
n cross  the  harbor.  Wc  believe  that  this 
work  will  be  considerably  advanced  dur- 
ing the  present  year.  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde is  taking  a  keen  interest  in  hav- 
/"ing  these  developments  brought  about 
without  delay,  and  we  are  also  In  a  po- 
sition to  say  that  the  railway  companies 
will  be  ready  to  go  ahead  with  the 
necessary  construction  before  many 
wcelts  have  passed. 


THE  HIGHWAY  PROBLEM 

We  are  not' advised  as  to  the  amount 
Of  money  which  the  Government  will 
ask  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  to 
highway  construction,  but  it  will  prob- 
ably  be  very  large.  The  magnitude  and 
cosl  of  the  problem  presented  by  the 
increasing  demand  for  more  and  better 
roads  in  this  Province  is  not  easily  ap- 
preciated even  by  those  whose  buslnosn 
It  is  to  study  It.  The  area  to  be  opened"; 
the  difficult  nature  of.  the  country  to  be 
trnverse-l;  the  new  methods  of  trarispor- 
i  .tion,  which  necessitate  a  road  surface 
at  the  besl  quality  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  combine  to  produce  a 
physical  and  financial  situation  that  will 
tax  to  the  utmost  the  foresight  and  ad- 
ministrative ability  of  the  iTovincisd 
Government  for  years  to  come  Be  far 
from  escaping  it  by  building  railways, 
we  only  augment  it.  We  must  have  the 
railways  This  great  and  rich  Prov- 
ince mvirt  not  be  allowed  to  remain  a 
closed  land  find  OS  lines  of  steel  are  ab- 
solutely essential,  H  follows  that  we 
must  have  the  highways.  Our  railway 
.i.. stem  will  cost  a  greal  deal  •  r  money; 

though     it     will     not     be    paid     out    Of     the 

public  treasury;  but  we  do  not  think  it 
an  exaggeration  to  say  that  our  highway 
system  will  cost  more  and  it  must  be 
paid  for  by  the  Province.  What  to  pro- 
vide in  the  wny  of  first-OlttSS  roads  and 
how  to  provide  them  form,  In  our  hum- 
ble Judgment,  the  most  difficult  ques- 
tion before  the  Province.  And  It  can- 
not be  shirked  We  aro  about  to  wit- 
ness a  period  of  very  remarkable  expan- 
sion in  population  In  this  Pacific  ('oast 
section  of  Cansda.  The  newcomers  must 
b«  got  upon  the  land  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible. Every  possible  effort  must  be 
made  to  prevent  congestion  In  the  cen- 
tres of  population  .  Every  feasible 
method  ought  to  be  adopted  to  convert 
as  many  as  possible  of  the  newcomers 
Into  actual  producers  of  wealth,  and 
especially  of  that  wealth,  which  ttie  soil 
surrenders  to  cultivation.  The  responsi- 
bility of  devising  policies  that  will  lead 
to  these  results  Is  Provincial;  but  the 
benefit  of  the  results  will  be  general. 
Biltish  Columbia  Is  doing  a  great  work 
for  all  Canada,  when  she  gridirons  her 
gteat  area  with  railways  and  highwsjjh, 
ftr  by  so  doing  it  makes  the  Dominion 


The  difficulty  surrounding  the  highway 
problem  has  been  enormously  increased 
in  recent  years.  What  was  sufficient 
even  a  score  of  years  ago  will  not  sufflcu 
now.  We  may  lament  that  the  present 
generation  of  pioneers  will  not  be  con- 
tent with  what  satisfied  their  fathers, 
hut  there  is  no  use  In  ignoring  the  fact. 
We  have  to  take  tilings  as  they  are.  The 
day  when  a  man  would  take  a  sack  of 
provisions  on  his  hack  and  trudge  along 
a  trail  a  score  and  more  miles  to  the 
log  cabin  in  the  forest,  where  he  had 
left  his  wife  and  babes  two  days  before, 
has  passed.  Perhaps  that  day  bred  a 
sturdier  generation  than  ours;  perhaps 
it  did  not.  The  fact  remains  and  can- 
hot  be  Ignored,  that  this  generation  has 
passed  away.  If  we  wish  to  see  the 
country  settled,  we  must  provide  a  way 
by  which  settlers  can  reach  their  land 
without  an  unreasonable  expenditure  of 
time  and  labor,  and  that  will  In. some : 
measure  tend  to  remove  the  isolation 
inseparable  from  pioneer  life.  This  is 
a  national ,  W(ojl(S"  and  If  the  burden  of 
'^jfft^^fmit^.^t  greater  than  'the  finan- 
cial resourc«|V;S|ijB||  Province  will  beai" 
we  have  a  i^vj^^'M^  upon  t»e  wbole 
nation  to  relieve  us  of  at  least  a  part 
of  it  In  most  Of  the  discussions  of  the 
PfnTJn.cls.1  rlalm  fnr  .Better,  Tftrmri.thfl 


point  kept  prominently  to  the  front  has 
been  that  British  Columbia  Is  not  re- 
ceiving a  quid  pro  quo  in  the  matter  of 
r  p«y™«.*f  t^  ♦K»'yfi^"Tf  *f"f ninif 'anil. 
the  expenditures  made  out  of  the  Con- 
solidated Fund  in  the  Province.  This 
lias  been  demonstrated  over  and  over 
again;  but  It  is  not  the  real  basis  of 
our  claim.  This  disproportion  serves 
as  a  good  ground  for  demanding  fair 
play;  but  the  strength  of  our  cause  lies 
in  the  fact  that  nature  has  cast  upon 
the  Province  a  national  work  of  tre- 
mendous^ifficulty  and  cost,  but  fraught 
with  national  advantages  far  outweigh- 
ing them.  Canada  cannot  affoi*  to' wait 
until  British  Columbia  has  developed 
he-r  vast  resources  out  of  her  own  rev- 
enue, large  as  that  is.  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde,  in  his  advocacy  of  what  hns 
been  called,  for  convenience,  Better 
Terms,  but  is  really  something  of  a 
fur  greater  character,  Is  doing  a  work 
for  the  general  benefit  of  Canada.  The 
British  Columbia  highway  problem  is  no 
matter  of  mere  local  concern.  It  is 
one  with  which  the  Interests  of  all  Can- 
ada are  identified.  This  Western  Pro- 
vince must,  for  the  general  benefit  of 
Canada,  be  opened  by  a  complete  sys- 
tem of  highways  as  rapidly  as  they 
can  be  constructed,  for  no  matter  how 
speedily  the  work  may  be  rushed  for- 
ward, we  believe  the  results  will  not 
keep  pace  w-lth  the  revolution  In  condi- 
tions certain  to  result  from  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal.  Thousands  of 
people  will  come  here,  where  only  hun- 
dreds come  now,  and  places  must  be 
provided  for  them  to  go  to,  otherwise 
they  may  be  lost  to  Canada,  or  they 
may  congregate .  In  the  cities,  thereby 
lowering  the  general  standard  of  liv- 
ing, and  possibly  creating  In  a  new 
country  social  problems  that  cause  dis- 
content and  poverty  in  the  older  com- 
munities. We  do  not  think  it  possibli 
to  overstate  the  gravity  of  the  high- 
way problem  as  '.t  Is  presented  by  this 
Province,  no  tnatter  from  what  point 
of  view  it  is  regarded,  but  especially 
when  It  Is  considered  from  a  national 
point   of   view. 


TAXATION     AMENDMENTS. 


The  bill  to  a.nend  the  Taxation  Act 
Is  now  before  the  Legislature.  In  ef- 
fect It  follows  closely  upon  the  lines  of 
a  number  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Royal  Commission  which  some  time  ago 
made  an  exhaustive  inquiry  Into  the  in- 
cidence of  taxation  in  the  Province.

The  abolition  of  the  graduated  scale 
of  assessment  for  canneries,  and.  In 
substitution,  settled  charges  on  the 
products 

Settled  charges  on  the  products  of  the 
whaling  InH-jatry  In  substitution  for 
personal  property  and  income  tax  on 
such    enterprises. 

The  two  per  cent  tux  on  the  output 
of  the  mining  industry  shall  In  future 
bo  In  substitution,  not  only  as  in  the 
past  for  taxes  on  pergonal  property,  but 
also  for  taxes  on  Income  derived 
through    Its    operations. 


REGENERATION    BY    SIEBWCE. 


The  Headmaster  of  Eton  has  erected 
something  like  a  sensation  by  declaring 
his  belief  in  the  effloacy  of  silence  and 
meditation  as  a  means  of  mental  and 
physical  regeneration.

He  ad- 
vances, without  questioning  Its  truth, 
the  teaching  of  this  ctflt  that  "man 
makes  his  own  environment,  including 
his  body;  no  task,  no  endurance  IS  too 
groat  for  the  power  of  the  Spiritual 
man,  who  has  risen  to  the  conscious- 
ness of  his  spirit,  soul  and  body  as  a 
Divine  Unity."  He  appears  to  accept 
the  Idea  that  "the  effect  of  a  thorough 
training  is  to  rid  the  mind  of  all  bad 
thoughts  and  disturbing  emotions, 
which  we  have  Inherited,  and  to  Kain 
such  a  power  over  matter  that  disease 
and  pain  will  'flee  away'  and  even  death 
Itself  will  be  conquered."

THE    PETROL    AOE. 

There  Is  a  new  invention  on  the  mar- 
ket. It  is  a  motor-plough,  which  may 
be  converted  into  a  cultivator,  a  potato 
hoe  and  some  other  farming  tools.  It 
Is  shaped  something  like  a  horse-drawn 
cultivator.  It  has  two  large  spiked 
wheels  which  are  driven  by  an  engine 
situated  between  the  handles.  The 
farmer  sets  the  engine  going  and  guides 
the  plough,  as  he  would  a  common 
horse  plough.  Just  how  great  a  suc- 
cess It  Is  we  do  not  know,  but  If  it 
Is  not  successful,  some  one  will  improve 
upon  it  and  make  it  so.  We  are  not 
advising  any  one  to  buy  one;  we  onb 
take  this  invention  as  illustrative  of 
the   possibilities   of   the   Petrol  Age. 

A  farmer  under  existing  conditions 
has  to  keep  a  pair  of  horses,  and  these 
animals  must  be  fed  every  day  In  the 
year,  whether  they  are  working  or  not. 
If  he  did  not  have  to  keep  horses,  he 
could  keep  cows,  which  would  be  di- 
rectly revenue-producing,  or  chickens, 
hogs  or  something  else  that  would 
bring  him  in  an  income.  He  could.  If 
he  saw  fit,  though  we  suppose  It  would 
be  poor  economy,  sell  the  crops  he 
would  raise  on  the  land,  the  produce 
of  which  has  to  go  to  feed  his  horses. 
Substitute  for  the  pair  of  horses  a 
petrel  engine,  that  will  cost  consider 
ably  less  money,  and  for  the  cost  of 
feeding  horses  365  days  every  year, 
that  of  the  gasoline  needed  only  when 
the  engine  is  being  used,  and  a  great 
economy  in  farming  operations  would 
in    affected, 

\\  <•  seem  to  be  on  the  eve  of  a  time 
when  a  farmer,  instead  of  keeping  two 
or  more  horses,  will  have  an  engine  with 
which  he  can  plough,  cultivate  his  soil, 
pump  water  Into  his  cisterns,  saw  his 
wood,  thresh  his  grain,  churn  his  but- 
ter and  take  himself  or  his  produce 
wherever  he  wishes.  lie  may  soon  be 
able  to  harness  his  motor  to  the  plough, 
and  when  lie  has  completed  his  work, 
take  it  out  of  the  plough,  harness  it  to 
his  wagon  and  go  Into  town  Perhaps 
be  may  prefer  to  keep  .1  working  engine 
and  a  driving  engine,  Just  as  many 
farmers  now  keep  working  and  driving 
horses;    but    that    may    not    bfl    necessary 

I  :.'oitonin-ally  speaking,  horses  me 
wasteful.  We  would  think  a  steam  en- 
gine very  wasteful  ir  we  had  to  keep  on 
filling  the  furnace  with  Coal,  Whether 
the  engine  weYo  working  or  not;  and 
that  Is  Just  what  we  have  to  do  With 
a  horse.  If  we  could  save  What  we 
hove  to  feed  horses,  we  would  have 
Just  so  much  more  wherewith  to  feed 
people 

The  great  necessity  of  ti,o  time  is  a 
method  of  converting  refuse  Into  a  ma- 
terial that  will  ser\a  for  Infernal  eon- 
bustion  engines.  A  large  proportion, 
probably  nlne-ttnths  of  all  non-metal- 
lie  refuse  contains  the  ingredients  of 
such  a  fuel,  and  one  of  the  greatest  In- 
dustrial revolutions  will  follow  the  in- 
vention of  a  process  whereby  they  can 
be  recovered  and  combined  In  usable 
form.  Then  our  municipalities  can  sup- 
plant their  Incinerators  by  apparatus 
that  will  convert  garbage  into  a  power- 
producing  liquid.  Thereby  a  great  Wr>«*« 
will  be  prevented  and  a  ehssp  and  ser- 
viceable fuel  will  be  available.  When

Few  of  them  even  knew  the 
bishop-elect  by  name,  while  a  very 
large  number  of  people  had  belli 
that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  go 
outside  the  diocese  to  find  a  man  who 
was  qualified  to  fill  the  office.  Then, 
little  by  little.  Information  began  to 
spread  about  .him.  Those  who  had  I 
present  at  the  Clerltsus  In  Victoria  in 
1!)00  remembered  his  purely  Impromptu 
address  on  the  subject  of  the  Higher 
Criticism,  and  the  profound  Impression 
It  had  made  on  those  who  heard  it.  and 
later  on  ihere  canv  filtering  through 
from  the  1  as  I  and  from  the  people  who 
had  known  him  in  Toronto,  the 
messages  of  cpngfatulatibn  upon  the 
good  luck  that  had  befallen  VI  tprla  In 
gaining  as  ■  poovini  N,'ir>t  ;i"<l  a  lead- 
Ins  citizen  so  able  and  distinguished  a 
man.

at  ill-  I  >uly  City  open  air  arena  In  a 
gj  nelling  twenty-round  light.  at  the 
onj  luslof)  dl  wlik-ii  Keferee  Jim  Orlffin 
u.is  unable  to  raise  the  glove  of  either 
man  to  denote  the  winner.  Murphy,  too, 
was  tottering  about  a  crimson  bespat- 
tered arena  as  a  result  of  his  unceasing 
aggressiveness,  but  it  was  palpably  ap- 
parent thut  hi.s  reserve  was  greater  than 
that   of   Wolgast. 

Wolgast,  it  was  freely  admitted  by 
ring  experts,  fought  the  best  flght  since 
his  illness  of  two  years  ago,  but  It 
was  freely  asserted  on  all  sides  tha.t 
the  old-time  dash  and  stamina  had  gone, 
never  to  return.

Annual  Report  of  Chief  Game 
Warden  Shows  Birds- Were 
Plentiful— Better  System  for 
Protective  Work. 


'  The  year  1912  was  an  especially  note- 
wbrthy  one  in  the  history  of  game  pro- 
tection in  B.  C,  according  to  the  report 
of  "Chief  Oame  Warden  A.  Bryan  Wll- 
liams,  J.P..  which  has  just  been  pre* 
sainted  to  the  Provincial  Legislature. 
There  was,~^uW*i  "the  twelve-month 
under  review,  a  very  marked  Improve- 
ment In  almost  all  respects ,  over  pre- 
vious years,  this  being  attributed  en- 
tirely to  the  tact  that  the  Government 
has  shown  itself  in  earnest  on  the  game 
protection  question  and  has  not  hamp- 
ered the  Department  by  Inadequate  ap- 
propriations or  failure  to  give  It  proper 
backing  whenever  such  has  been  needed. 
Only  a  few  years  ago  there  were  many 
skeptics  who  regarded  game  protection 
as  a  tad.  and  money  spent  upon  it  as 
money  wasted.  It  Is,  however,  safe  to 
say  that  few  such  remain,  and  that  the 
people  of  the  Province  generally  are  of 
the  opinion  that  money  spent  in  game 
protection  is  money  usefully  spent.  Nor 
will  they  begrudge  the  further  addi- 
tional expenditures  that  the  rapid  de- 
velopment of  the  country  appears  to  te- 
mai.rt    ana    for    which    provision    will    be 


Ince   from    Which    good   phcas'jat    repi

"it  is  most  satisfactory  that  this 
should  have  been  such  a  good  year  for 
birds,''  comments  Mr.  Bryan-William's.

been    a    great    deal    less    dissatisfaction 
over   the  orders-ln-councll   this  year  as, 
although    these    wore    still,  unavoidably 
late  in  being  published,  •  they   were  Is- 
sued earlier  than  last  year,  and  a  much 
greater   number  of ,  notices   distributed, 
so  that  the  public  was  fairly  well  in- 
formed.     There    were. —of -course,-* the- 
usual  number  who  started  shooting  be- 
fore the  opening  of  the  season,  or  who 
made  a  mistake  with  regard  to  the  elec- 
toral district,   and,  as  usual,   if  caught 
and   prosecuted,    pleaded   Ignorance.     As 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  more  trouble  that 
Is    taken   In   informing   people   on    these 
points,   the  more  will   be  expected.

That  such  Is  the  case  re- 
sults from  the  fact  that  the  moneys 
voted  this  department  In  past  years  have 
been  judiciously  expended,  and  the  pres- 
ent general  condition  of  the  game  asset 
attests  tirat  even  better  results  have 
been  secured  than  the  most  optimistic 
would  have  expected. 

Oame  Birds  Plentiful 
The  1811  report  of  the  Provincial 
Oame  Warden  save  a  satisfactory  ac- 
count of  the  sport  obtained  within  the 
period  which  It  reviewed.  The  record 
for  1913  !■  even  better,  and,  considering 
the  enormous  increase  in  the  number  of 
huntsmen  that  there  should  be  any  im- 
provement Is  somewhat  astonishing. 
As  it  is.  there  is  little  doubt  that  game 
birds  were  more  plentiful  last  season 
than  at  any  time  during  ten  or  twelve 
years,  while  the,  condition  of  big  .game 
la  Infinitely  better  than  a  few  years 
ago,  this  statement  of  course,  referring 
to  the  Province  as  a  whole.  .  There  are 
a  few  exceptions*  bat  not  many,  the 
most  notable  being  that  of  tit*  wapiti 
and  common  deer  In  the  northern  part 
of  Vancouver  Island.   • 

The  increase  in  game  birds  Is  partly 
attributed  to  a  couple  of  excellent  breed- 
ing seasons,  the  last  especially,  as 
Spring  came  early,  and  while  there  Was 
considerable  rain,  the  critical  period  after 
hatching  .^fiw^i^f^and^frnyjand  the 
young  birds'  were  fairly  strong  before 
the  wet  wejrt^sawe/h  set  '»•&»  1«  addi- 
tion to  this,  the  Various  diseases  which 
occur  periodically  among  game  of  all 
sorts,  seem  to  have'  been  conspicuously 
absent;  True,  reports  of  diseased  grouse 
came  In  once  or  twice  from  Vancouver 
Island,  but  that  there  could  not  have 
been  any  disease  of  a  virulent  nature  h< 
shown  by  the  season's  splendid  tot  of 
bird*. 

'  Xaay  Kara  Sportsman 
The  activity  and  Increased  number  of 
deputies  naturally  helped  in  a  great  de- 
gree, and  without  them  neither  the  good 
breeding  seasons  nor  absence  of  disease 
would  have  produced  the  plentifuT  sup- 
ply of  birds.  Opportunity  for  making 
big  bags  Is,  of  course,  growing  smaller 
end  smaller.  Free  pheasant  shooting  is 
becoming  a  thing  of  the  past,  while  un- 
occupied land  is  being  rapidly  settled  up, 
and  with  these  disadvantages  comes  ah 
enormous  increase  in  the  number  of 
sportsmen  from  the  cities.  During  the 
past  few  years  the  number  of  those  who 
use  guns  has  been  steadily  growing,  and 
last  year  the  increase  was  admittedly 
alarming;  while  there  were  many  acci- 
dents the  only  wonder  expressed  is  that 
there  were  not  more. 

"On  the  Saturday  and  Sunday  follow- 
ing the  opening  days  of  pheasant  shoot- 
ing." comments  Mr.     Bryan    Williams. 
Others  was  an  exodus  of  men  from  the 
cities  such  as  has  never  been  seen  be- 
fore.     There  were  men,  boys,  and  even 
women,   with  every   conceivable  sort  of 
weapon,  and  dogs  of  many  and  various 
breeds.      About    one-third    of    these    had 
little  knowledge  of  the  use  of  firearms — 
others*  had   none  at  all;    some,   in   fact, 
acknowledged    that   they    were   carrying 
guns   for   the   first  time  In   their   lives. 
in  addition  to  the  men  from  the  cities 
and  the  regular  residents  of  the  country 
scattered  hroughout  the  Province,  there 
are    numerous    railroad    and^  other    con- 
struction camps  composed  principally  of 
aliens,  and  the  greater  number  of  these 
have   firearms   of   some   sort.      The    ma- 
jority have  only  lately  come  to  the  coun- 
try and  have  not  the  slightest  knowledge 
of  the  game  laws  or,  If  they  have,,  have 
no  respect   for  them   and   will  kill  any- 
thing   with    impunity    anytime    If    they 
mill,   when    they   are   caught,    plead 
Ignorance.     The  greater  number  of  these 
are   not    'residents'    within    the   meaning 
of  the  act,  and   have  no  right  to  shoot 
without   non-residents'  licenses,  but  it  is 
Impossible    for    the    deputies    to    distin- 
guish    them.       With    all     this    army    of 
hunters   scouring    the   country,    many   of 
them    not    knowing   one   species  .of    bird 
from  another  and  shooting  at  everything 
they  see.  II   hi  really  a  wonder  that  there 
is   a-  head  of  game   left;    while   the

With  the  intention  of  making  a  strong 
bid  for  the  Mexican  trade  that  was 
last  year  abandoned  by  the  Canadian- 
Mexican  Pacific  Line,  the  big  Pacific 
Coast  shipping  firm  of  W.  R.  Grace  & 
Company  have  deckled  to  inaugurate  a 
service  between  Sailna  Cruz  and  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver  early  in  April.  Ar- 
rangements havo  been  concluded  with 
the  Merchants*  Line,  operated  by  W.  R. 
Grace  &  Company,  to  give  a  regular 
service  between  Mexican  and  British 
Columbia  ports.  Advices  to  this  effect 
have  been  received  by  local  shippers 
from  Mr.  K.  H.  Mundy,  general  Kuro- 
pean  agent ,  for  the  Tehuantepec,  Rail- 
way,  with   headquarters   at   London. 

The  first  steamer  to  start  the  ser- 
vice will  he  the  Norwegian  steamer 
Thode  Fagelund,  Captain  Wilhelmscn, 
which  has  been  chartered  for  the  new 
service,  and  will  leave  the  Mexican 
coast  early  In  April  for  Victoria,  carry- 
ing Tehuantepec  freight,  ex  Atlantic 
steamers,  and  transported  by  rail  across 
the  Isthmus  of  Panama  to  Sailna  Cruz. 
In  all  probability,  monthly  sailings  will 
be  maintained  between  Victoria,  Vancou- 
ver, Mazatlan,  Acapulco  and  Sailna  Cruz. 

Trnde  "Was  Abandoned 
For  several  years  the  Canadian-Mexi- 
can Company  operated  the  steamers 
Lonsdale  and  Georgia  on  this  well- 
known  steamship  route,  and  after 
Georgia  was  sold,  the  chartered  steam- 
er Henley  replaced  her  on  the  run. 
Among  other  p»<..amers  that  hnvc  since 
operated  to  Mexico  from  Victoria  Is  the 
British  steamer  Beckenham.  When  J. 
H.  Welsford  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool,  took 
over  the  Canadian-Mexican  line,  and 
were  contemplating  operating  the 
steamers  Ikalis  and  Ikala  on  the  run, 
the  Mexican  uprising  reached  such  pro- 
portions that  practically  no  trade  wan 
offering,  and  the  Idea  was  abandoned. 
M  though  the  Crown  of  Gallcia,  of  the 
Barrlson  Direct  Line,  has  since  called 
at  Salina  Cruz  on  her  way  up  the  Coast, 
but  found  that  the  conditions  did  not 
warrant  further  calls,  and  there  Is 
every  probability  that  the  company  will 
abandon   the   service.

GOLFER'S   NEUROSIS 

IS  NEW  COMPLAINT 

Victim    of     Novel     Disease      Is      Placed 

Under    Hypnotic    Treatment    and    in 

Charge    of    Specialists 


LONDON,  Feb  22. — Golf  as  a  popular 
game  has  brought  with  It  a  golfing 
complaint,  it  is  called  golfer's  neurosis; 
and  the  cure,  as  carried  out  at  Guy's 
Hospital,    is    hypnotism. 

The  experiment — the  first  of  its  kind 
for  a  complaint  which  is  also  believed 
to  he  the  first  of  its  kind — took  place 
in  a  large  hall  at  Guy's  before  an  as- 
sembly of  medical  students  and  doctors. 
It  was  carried  out  by  a  well-known 
specialist,  aided  by  an  enually  well- 
known  hypnotist.  The  victim  of  the 
new  complaint'  was  an  amateur  golfer 
who,  up  to  the  time  that  he  broke  down, 
was   plus   player. 

Par  a  long  time  his  complaint  puz- 
zled the  doctors.  Instead  of  hitting  the 
ball  with  his  old  force  and  accuracy,  he 
found     himself    absolutely     incapable     of 

■  n  swinging  a  golf  club  when  the  ball 
was  in   front  of  him. 

Physically  ho  was  in  perfect  condi- 
tion, and  nerve  Specialists  diagnosed 
that  ills  absolute  helplessness  was  due 
to  over-concentration  on  the  game,  with 
thi  result  that  the  nerves  bad  struck 
work  so  far  as  golf  was  concerned.  It 
was  to  coax  them  back  to  their  job  that 
a  course  of  hypnotism  w;e;  derided  on. 
The  experiment  aroused  enormous  curi- 
osity   In    the    medical    world. 

The  patient  was  put  under  hypnotic 
influence  and  simply  told  that  he  could 
hit  a  golf  ball  and  could  play  the  game. 
and  that  be  was  to  po  nway  and  try. 
The  result  was  seen  later  in  the  dn\  . 
When  the  patient  was  quite  cheerful, 
turned  up  at  his  golf  Club  and  without 
the  slightest  difficulty  or  hesitation, 
drove  B  long  and  accurate  ball  from  the 
Brsi  tee  —  the  first  that  lie  bad  been  cap- 
able of  driving  for  some  months. 

The  result  was  reported  to  the  spe- 
cialist in  charge  of  the  hypnotic  exper- 
iment, who  expressed  himself  thorough- 
ly  satisfied    with    the   result.

St.  Andrew's 
Church,  and  also  in  charge  of  tMs  Hos- 
pital of  the  Good  Samaritan  qnd  hos- 
jpHaJ&ww  j.on  the  frontier  generally.

Progress    In    Forestry. 

OTTAWA,  Keb.  22.— At  the  fourteenth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  For- 
estry Association  held  here  on  Wed- 
nesday, reports  of  a  vigorous  year's 
work  were  presented.

hut  in  the  golden  moments  of  the  evening 
rest  and  over  the  pipe  of  peace,  it  is  difficult 
to  think  that  it  can  always  escape  the  grasp.

The  primeval  forests  of  yesterday  hut 
civilization's  pleasure  grounds  of  today  and 
all  tomorrows — this  sums  up  in  a  few  words 
the  history  of  Canada's  National  Parks,  which 
dot  the  map  from  coast  to  coast.  The  latest 
t,,  yield  up  its  long  hidden  treasures  of  na- 
tural beauty  is  Jasper  Park,  spread  out  among 
the  foot  hills  and  mighty  peaks  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains  lor  5,000  square  miles.  Flanked 
for  its  entire  length  by  the  main  line  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  and  with  a 
regular  train  service  as  rapid  as  it  is  modern 
inaugurated  between  Fitzhugh,  at  its  very  heart 
and  Winnipeg,  that  Western  metropolis,  an- 
other year  will  find  those  treasures  the  com- 
mon possession  and  delight  of  the  tourists  of 
the  world,  which  so  far  are  known  only  to  a 
tew  pioneers  who  have  blazed  the  trail  to 
water  fall  to  glacier,  and  to  mirrored  lake  or 
rushing  stream,    for    the    thousands'  that   will 

come  after. 

The  record:-  0(  such  pioneer  work,  there- 
fore, cannot  fail  to  be  o\  absorbing  interest  to 
all  lovers  of  God's  own  unspoiled  out-nf-doors 
'and  in  this  faith  is  given  herewith  the  narra- 
tive of  two  trips  made  last  Summer  in  the 
Jasper  district,  one  from  Moose  River  Trail 
to  Mount   Robson,  and   the  other  from   Fitz-

hugh  to  the  Yellowhfiad  Pass,  penned  by  Mr. 
R.  C.  W.  Lett.  Tourist  and  Colonization  Agent

"I   met    by   appointment    in    Fitzhugh,     on 

July  20,"  he  writes,  "the  following  members 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institute:  Dr.  C.  1).  VVal- 
cott,  secretary,  Mr.  Sidney  Walcott  and  Mr. 
Harry  Blagden,  who  were  accompanied  by 
Clossin  Otto,  guide  and  packer;  Dr.  I.  F.  Bur- 
gin,  acting  packer,  from  Spokane;  and  Arthur 
Brown,  cook,  ttom  Washington.     The  party 


«  as  in  charge  of  Dr.  Walcott,  geologist,  whose 
object  in  making  the  trip  was  to  report  on  the 
geological  formation  of  the  Mount  Robson 
District;  his  assistants  to  continue  the  work 
of  the  party  last  year  in  securing  specimens 
<it  animals  and  birds.  They  accompanied  me 
to  Mile  15,  and  on  the  2 1st  we  took  pack  and 
saddle  horses  for  the  Moose  River  trail,  which 
leaves  the  track  at  Mile  l  7,  ISO  yards  west  of 
the  steel  bridge  across  the  Moose  River.  From 
the  track  the  trail  climbs  to  the  top  of  a  moun- 
tain through  a  heavy  growth  of  burnt  timber, 


but  is  fairly  well  cut  out.  I  do  not  think  that 
there  exists  a  more  picturesque  route  on  the 
continent  than  the  Moose  River  trail,  for,  on 
reaching  the  top  of  the  mountain,  just  men- 
tioned, there  are  peaks  on  both  sides  of  it, 
and  the  river  may  be  seen  from  time  to  time 
winding  swiftly  below. 

Late  in  the  evening  of  the  first  day  we 
pitched  camp  at  the  forks  of  the  Moose  River, 
one  of  which  ran  past  our  camp  up  the  Re- 
splendent Valley  to  the  west  of  us.  This 
camp  we  ailed  "Camp  A,"  and,  as  a  special

recommendation  to  tourists  respecting  its  lo- 
cation, I  may  mention  the  magnificent  pano- 
ramic view  of  a  white  circle  of  mountains  with 
a  great  gravel  flat  in  the  centre.  Directly  be- 
hind the  camp  a  most  picturesque  waterfall 
tumbles  from  a  high  lake  up  on  the  moun- 
tain. 

We  made  up  a  small  hunting  party,  and 
with  our  horses  went  up  the  valley  towards 
Resplendent.  We  were  fortunate  enough  to 
locate  a  black  bear  feeding  on  the  side  of  the 
mountain.  Jumping  from  our  horses,  we 
sneaked  as  close  as  we  dared  on  Bruin,  and. 
accidentally  having  the  best  point  of  vantage, 
I  was  able  to  disable  the  quarry  at  my  first 
shot.  The  bear  came  rolling  and  tumbling 
dou  n  'the  slope  like  a  great  black  ball.  Soon, 
however,  he  regained  .his  feet,  and,  jumping 
into  a  bush,  ran  eastward,  the  rest  of  the 
party  following  along  the  river  course  until 
such'  time  as  they  were  able  to  get  a  final  shot 
in.  The  specimen  was  prepared  in  camp  and 
shipped  to  Washington,  while  the  meat  prov- 
ed lo  be  delicious,  and  a  welcome  addition  to 
our  larder. 

Our  next  ^ovt  was  to  the  foot  of  Moose, 
Little  Smoky  Pass,  where  the  beaver  in  for- 
mer years  dammed  small  branches  of  the 
river  and  little  creeks,  literally  submerging  the 
flat.  One  of  our  horses  in  threading  the  nar- 
row strip  along  the  swift  moving  stream  lost 
his  balance  in  one  place  and  fell  in,  pack  and 
alt.  Great  excitement  prevailed  for  a  while 
as  the  animal  proved  to  be  the  kitchen  horse 
without  whose  pack  it  would  be  useless  to  f0> 
further.  All  hands  rushed  to  the  **»!»*«$  *' 
hung  on  until  the  pack  was  entirely  $ 
then  with  ropes  assisted  the  * 
footing.  This  was  merely ;-«& 
little  incident*  of  the  trail.

APPROACH  the.  consideration  ol 

\  this  subject  with  much    hesita- 

■  tion  and  with  a  profound  seiw 

of  its   vast   importance   to    all 

those  who   hear  or  who    may 

read  my  words. 

It  is  true,  I  think,  to  say  that  upon  our 
views  regarding  sin  depends  very  largely  our 
views  regarding  salvation,  and  that  if  we  hold 
"  b'pfiif6|g^TOr^ 
state  as  sin  we  are  likely  to  hold  very  inadequate 
and  imperfect  views  regarding  salvation. 

Thus  it  becomes  a  matter  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  find  out  what  is  really  and  truly  the 
teaching  of  God  through  revelation  concerning 
sin,  because  if  God  has  spoken  with  a  clear 
voice  upon  this  matter,  we  must  listen  to  that 
voice,  for  upon  our  views  being  in  absolute 
harmony  with  what  God  has  taught  depends 
our  welfare  for  time  and  eternity. 

We  are  not  to  think  it  surprising  that  the 
views  of  men  should  be  at  variance  with  the 
mind  of  God  upon  this  most  tremendous  sub- 
ject, because  the  carnal  mind  is  at  enmity  with 
God,  "for  it  is  not  subject  to  the  law  of  God, 
neither  indeed  can  it  be";  what  we  have  to 


Divine  command  which  the  Creator,  in  be- 
Stowing  "hat  is  called  the  gift  of  free  will  or 
power  of  choice,  had  laid  upon  him. 

lie  was  warned  against  disobedience  and 
told  thai  death,  i.e.  spiritual  death  or  separa- 
tion from  I  »od,  &vas  the  inevitable  consequence. 

h  we  are  asked  why  God  gave  to  man  a 
free  will  or  the  power  of  choice  the  answer  is 
very  clear.  Without  it  man  would  have  been 
a  mere  machine,  bound  to  love,  bound  to  serve, 
bound  to  obey,  but  there  would  have  been  no 
virtue  or  value  hvsuch  love,  or  service,  or 
obedience. 

God  desired  a  being  to  love  Him  and  serve 
Him  and  to  obey  Him,  who  was  perfectly  free, 
not  to  do  so  if  he  chose,  and  to  secure  this, 
the  power  of  choice  or  freedom  of  will  had  to 
be  bestowed. 

To  a  free  moral  agent,  therefore,  God 
spoke,  when  He  warned  him  of  the  conse- 
quences of  disobedience. 

Next  notice  that  in  the  Genesis  account, 
sin  is  represented  as  introduced  from  without. 
It  is  not  in  man's  own  nature  as  created  by 
God,  that  the  origin  of  sin  is  found,  but  in  a 
subtle  influence  from  without  brought  to  bear 
upon  him  through  an  appeal  to  the  senses. 

But  temptation  and  sin  are  not  identical, 
and  the  subtle  suggestion  of  aa  outside  influ- 


ln  the  second  period  it  is  the  same.  The 
central  pivot  of  the  Jewish  economy  is  the 
sacrificial  system. 

Now  what  is  implied  in  the  sacrificial  sys- 
tem? 

l.  That  man  was  separated  from  God,  and 
that  he  had  no  right  of  approach  to  God,  and 
of  fellowship  with  Him.  The  penalty  of  sin 
was  death,  and  in  the  case  of  the  more  serious 
and  grave  sins  this  was  symbolized  by  the  in- 
fliction of  the  penalty  of  physical  death. 

For  such  sins  as  murder,  adultery  and  incest 
there'  wis  no* atonement.— 

But  (2)  in  the  case  of  less  serious  sins  this 
truth' that  sin  meant  separation  from  God.  and 
deserved  death  was  symbolized  in  and  through 
sacrifice. 

For  by  sacrifice,  man  confessed  that  his  sin 
deserved  death,  only  he  was  permitted  to  sub- 
stitute the  life  of  another  (an  animal)  for  his 
own  life.  Confessing  over  it,  and  so  in  symbol 
transferring  to  it,  his  sins;  he  slew  the  victim 
and  offered  it  to  God. 

Thus  was  the  truth  ever  kept  clearly  before 
men's  minds  that  sin  meant  death  and  that  with- 
out shedding  of  blood  there  was  no  remission 
of  sins. 

This  point  will  be  dealt  with  again  when  w*c 
consider  the  question  of  redemption  in  a  later 


of  God  came  into  the  world,  and  suffered  and 
died  upon  the  Cro 

Men  of  Victoria,  do  we  realize  that, 
\\e  are  tempted  sometimes  to  think  lightly 
of  sin  because  we  are  unfortunately  50  familiar 
with  it  in  all  its  many  forms  attractive  and  re- 
pulsive. But  1  ask  you  to  remember  this,  that 
you  can  never  have  a  true  idea  of  what  sin 
really  means  until  you  grasp  the  fact  that  be- 
cause of  sin  Jesus  Christ  was  crucified.  If  sin 
caused  the  death  of  the  Son  0/  God  it  must  be 
something  much  more  Terrible  than  you  or  I 

No  J  the  Bible  has  only  one  consistent  mes- 
sage to  deliver  on  this  subject  of  sin,  a  message 
which  in  word,- in  lype,  in  symbol  and  in  fad 
does  deliver;  a  message  summed  up  by  Ezekiel 
for  the  Old  Testament  when  he  writes.  "The 
soul  that  sinneth  it  shall  die,"  and  by  St.  Paul 
for  the  New  Testament  when  he  exclaims,  "The 
wages  of  sin  is  death,"  but  adds,  that  which 
Ezekiel  could  not  add.  "but  the  free  gift  of  God 
is  eternal  life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord." 

Is  it  true  this  Bible  doctrine,  true,  I  mean, 
to  the  actual  facts  of  human  life,  human  history, 
and  human  experience? 

True!    Why,  of  course  it  is  true. 

If  the  theory  of  evolution,  which  is  at  pres- 
ent dominant  in  scientific  circles,  be  true,  then 


man  must  be  shown  not  only  to  have  reached  a 
higher  plane  of  existence  than  the  animals,  but 
also  to  be  much  more  highly  developed  than 
hi&  primitive  ancestors. 

Possibly  this  can  be  shown  to  be  true  as  re- 
gards his  physical  and  intellectual  development 
and  possible  not.  It  is  to  be  doubted  if  physir 
cally  man's  evolution  has  been  altogether 
towards  improvement,  whilst  discoveries  which 
unfold  to  us  knowledge  of  very  ancient  civiliza- 
tions make  us  pause  and  wonder  if  after  all  we 
are  so  very  much  wiser  than  the  ancients. . 

Be  that,  however,  as, it  may,  one  thing  is 
clear,  and  that  is  that  on  his  moral  and  spiritual 
side  man  has  ever  shown  a  tendency  not  to 
evolve  upwards,  but  to  retrograde  downwards. 

The  fact  is  clear  and  patent  that  either  this 
world  with  all  its  hideous  lust  and  debasing  in- 
iquity must  have  been  either  created  by  a  devil. 
or  that,  if  created  by  a  good  God,  that  some- 
thing  has  happened  to  mar  the  work  of  creav 
tion  and  cause  man  to  evolve  otherwise  than 
God  intended. 

Not  only  has  man,  save  when  brought  un- 
der the  power  of  religion,  shoum  a  tendency*  to 
grow  worse  instead  of  better,  out  ,he  has  shown 
a  tendency  to  fall  below  the  standard  of  the 
brute  creation. 

The  history  of  the  cruelty,  the  lust  and  the 
degradation  of  man  makes  the  story  of  hu- 
manity almost  too  painful  to  read. 


Nor  is  it  possible  to  regard  present  day  con 
dilions  as  any   better   than   conditions  in   tin 
past. 

The  cruelty  of  man  is  just  as  awful,  the 
story  of  present  day  Turkish  oppression  in  the 
East  proves  this  beyond  doubt)  the  lust  of  man 
1  ministered  to  in  a  more  horrible  way  than 
ever  before.  1  doubt  if  human  history  can 
parallel  the  horrors  of  the  present  day  white 
slave  traffic  as  carried  on,  e.g.  in  England, 
Canada  and  the  United  States. 

*Jt  would  be  easy  to  show  that  in  minister- 
m^to-4»te4»ist-«8«#a4fe#af  below  the  standard 
of  the  brute  beasts.  The  same  is  true  of  intem- 
perance. Ho  animal  degrades  itself  iiUhe  way 
man  does  when  he  becomes  the  victim  of  exces- 
sive indulgence  in  intoxicating  drink. 

These  are  facts,  not  theological  fancies, 
and  these  facts  tell  us  that,  explain  it  how  you 
will,  man  is  the  one  creature  in  God's  world 
whose  evolution  has  been  otherwise  than  the 
Creator  intended. 

T  he  Bible  alone  tells  us  why  it  is  so,  be- 
cause the  Bible  alone  tells  us  of  the  nature  of 
sin  and  of  its  fearful  consequences  to  the  race 
of  mankind. 

When  I  read  some  of  the  utterances  of  those 
whf)  pose  before  the  world  as  the  exponents  of 
what  is  deemed  the  new  theology,   I  am  in 
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maintain,  and  maintain  vigorously,  is  that  God 
must  be  right  and  man  wrong,  and  that  the 
sooner  this  is  recognized  and  acted  upon  the 
better  for  the  individual  and  the  better  for  the 
race. 

Now  the  Bible  gives  us  in  the  third  chap- 
ter of  the  Book  of  Genesis  a  pictorial  and  alle- 
gorical representation  of  the  entrance  of  sin 
into  the  world  and  of  the  effect  of  sin  upon 
man's  relationship  to  God. 

It  is  very  necessary  to  study  the  narrative 
closely  to  mark  what  it  says,  as  well  as  to  mark 
what  it  does  not  say,  for  many  objections  some- 
times urged  against  the  Bible  account  of  the  ori- 
gin of  evil  are  founded  upon  the  statements. 
not  of  the  Bible,  but  of  those  who,  like  the  great 
poet  Milton,  have  made  the  Genesis  story  or" 
the  fall  serve  as  a  basis  for  poems  or  accouhW 
which  do  not  preserve  the  simplicity  and  the 
reserve  of  the  original. 

Now  the  Bible  tells  us 'that  God  created 
man  in  His  own  image  and* likeness  and  pro- 
nounced him  in  common  with  all  other  crea- 
tures very  good*         ' fo.         ■   * 

It  does  not  say  that  intellectually  or 
spiritually  man  was  highly  developed,  but  that 
his  relationship  towards  God  was  such  that  his 
.development  or  evolution 1  was  certain  to  $irry 
him  onwards  and  upwards  in  growth  and  know- 
ledge as  God  desired  and  planned.  Certain 
to  do  so  if  man   followed   and   obeyed    the 
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ence  is  represented  as  powerless  to  harm  until 
the  consent  of  the  tempted  has  been  obtained; 
then,  alas!  the  irrevocable  step  was  taken  and 
the  separation  from  God  began,  in  other  words 
spiritual  death  set  in. 

We  are  only  dealing  with  the  subject  of 
sin  today,  and  therefore  it  does  not  belong  to 
the  scope  of  this  paper  to  enquire  how  the  ef- 
fects of  sin  were  modified  by  the  love  of  God  in 
His  plan  of  redemption,  but  the  whole  subse- 
quent history  of  the  race  of  mankind  shows  all 
too  plainly  their  separation  from  God  and  the 
death  of  those  higher,  nobler  qualities  which 
belong  to  man's  higher  or  spiritual  self.

lecture,  and  the  relationship  of  the  typical 
sacrifices  of  the  Old  Testament  system  to  the 
one  true  sacrifice  of  Christ. 

At  present  1  am  only  concerned  with  point- 
ing out  that  the  whole  system  of  the  Jewish  re- 
ligion was  founded  and  based  upon  the  fact  that 
man  had  sinned,  and  that  having  sinned,  he  was 
separated  from  God  and  had  no  right  of  ap- 
proach to  God,  save  as  God  directed  and  or- 
dained.

Forty  muesVwest  of  old  Bagdad,  in  the 
vast  level  valley  of  the  historic  Euphrates, 
near  Hit  of  the  Hittites,  lies  the  traditional 
Garden  of  Eden.

ted  individual  but  also  his  or  her  belong- 
ings. To  avert  misfortune  rather  than  to  bring 
good  luck  is,  therefore,  the  common  object  in 
using  the  amulet  in  these  localities.  Any  one. 
for  example,  who  has  had  the  privilege  ot  ac- 
cess to  the  collection  of  Several  hundred  amu- 
lets belonging  to  Professor  Bellucci,  of  Peru- 
gia, can  scarcely  fail  to  be  impressed  With  this 
fact.  Fear,  not  hope,  underlies  the  Southern- 
er's trust  in  the  amulet. 

( ireat  reliance  is  set  on  sharp  pointed 
stones  resembling  the  arrowheads  of  the  Stone 
Age,  termed  thunder  stones,  which,  having 
been  found  in  the  soil  in  the  immediate  vicin- 
ity of  objects  struck  by  lightning — buildings, 
trees,  animals,  human  beings,  etc. — are  cred- 
ited with  the  virtue  of  protecting  similar  inan- 
imate and  animate  objects  from  later  Hashes 
of  lightning.  To  such  an  extreme  docs  the 
Credulity  of  the  Italian  peasant  go  that  it  is 
vcr.  commonly  believed  the  preservation  of 
..ne  of  these  thunder  stones  in  a  house  "-ill  not 
only  safeguard  the  building,  as  well  as  Ihe  per- 
sons, animals,  and  crops  pertaining  to  It,  bui 
will  likewise  afford  protection  to  seven  houses 
in  the  vicinity.  Consequently  these  stones  arc 
handed  down  as  htlrrOomS  from  one  genera- 
tion to  another. 

THE  THUNDERSTONl 

The  thunderstouc  is  frequently   to  be  met 

with  at  the  head  of  a  bed  amongst  the  images 
of  the  saints  to  whom  the  occupanl  pays  dc 
turns;  it  is  occasionally  discovered  in  the  wall 
of  a  building,  generally  at  the  base  ol  the 
foundation;  and  these  stones  have  also  been 
found  amongst  human  bones  in  the  founda- 
tions walls  in  Italy;     Sometimes  the  stones  arc 


set  in  silver  casings,  and  rings  are  often  at- 
tached to  themV  One  so  set,  having  been 
picked  up  near  a  Wasted  oak,  was  firmly  be- 
lieved by  the  original  possessors  to  have  been 
a  fragment  of  the  lightning  that  struck  the  tre*. 
In  times  of  tempest  the  owners  of  such  stone-: 
will  light  candles  in  front  of  the  places  where 
the  charms  are  deposited,  and  pray  fox  pr.  - 
tection  from  the  lightning  flashes,  making  each 
stone  an  object  of  great  devotion. 

Faith  in  these  stones  extends  beyond  the 
preservation  of  life  and  property;  they  are 
credited  with  healing  powers,  especially  in 
gases  of  infantile  ailments.  Collectors  ^ave 
discovered  them'  sewn  up  irtWieatneitv  uags\  :.m: 
.be  hung  round  sick  children's  necks  by  a  rib- 
bon;  and  even  adult  Southerners  have  been 
known  to  wear  the  stones  in  the  hope  c'f  being 
thereby  cured  of  some  ailment. 

Much  trust  is  put  in  jade;  and  the  religi- 
Otisly  inclined,  as  also  superstitious,  Italian  is 
wont  to  maintain  traditions,  and  yes  obey 
priestly  mandate  by  the  adoption  of  mat  stone. 
Repeatedly  the  Church  of  Rome  h.ts  formally 
prohibited  the  use  of  amulets  or  talismans, 
and  enjoined  her  followers  neither  t  1  use  them 
nor  put  faith  in  their  virtues.  The  Italian  ac- 
cordingly solves  the  difficulty  by  wearing  a 
cross  of  jade,  whereby  he  cannot  be  accused 
of  disobeying  the  clerical  injunction,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  he  has  the  restful  fee;mg  that 
he  has  an  efficacious  amulet  on  his  person. 
Small,  heart-shaped  amulets  made  of  jade  were 
formerly  hung  round  children's  necks  in  the 
belief  that  Ihe  jade  would  keep  them  from  be- 
coming frightened.  These  were  called  "stones 
against  tear." 

Although  such  superstition  may  seem  ridi- 
culous lo  the  less  apprehensive  present  day 
Briton,  it  is  not  more  so  than  the  ignorance 
which  existed  in  his  own  country  in  the  eight- 
eenth century,  if  we  are  to  credit  Addison's 
statement  that  in  his  time  a  mountebank  had 
set  up  a  stall  and  sold  pills  -that  were  "very 
good  against  the  earthquake."  Even  in  mod- 
ern times  the  English  rustic  sometimes  carries 
.1  potato  i"  ward  Off  rheumatics. 

Another  form  ol  amulet  in  Italy  is  the 
blond  stone,  otherwise  red  agate.  These  stones 
are  supposed  to  possess  the  virtue  of  stanch- 
ing   the  flow  of  blood   from   any   part  of  the 


body,  and  likewise  a  healing  virtue  in  check- 
ing it  by  application  of  .the  stone, 

Amber  tablets  are  supposed  by  the  South- 
erner to  be  specially  efficacious  against  witch- 
craft, curses,  and  incantations;  while  to  the 
use  of  sapphire  drinking  cups  is  credited  the 
power  of  alleviating  headaches,  and  also  of 
keeping  the  possessor  in  good  humor  and  a 
contented  state  of  mind. 

STONES  AGAINST  WITCHES 

"A  day  to  be  marked  with  a  white  stone" 
is  a  common  enough  British  term  for  the  indi- 
cation of  a  fortunate  event.  Amulets  of  white 
chaldecony  are  termed  milk  stones  in  Italy,  and 
are  supposed  to  strengthen  nutritive  powers. 
Nurses'  bodies  have  been  found  with  globular 
shaped  milk  stones  hung  over  the  breast. 

Star  stone  is  the  decidedly  pretty  name 
given  to  fossil  madrepore,  which  in  the  form 
of  a  heart  is  a  favorite  amulet  as  a  preventive 
of  .the  evil  eye  and  bewitchment,  and  for  keep- 
ing children  free  of  intestinal  worms. 

Anyone  who  has  been  in  Italy  and  under- 
stands the  language  of  a  disappointed  beggar 
there  should  readily  believe  that  much  weight 
is  attached  to  the  likelihood  o(  the  effect  of 
the  curse.  Especially  dreaded  is  a  suspected 
witch's  curse.  Amulets  termed  "stones  ag- 
ainst witches"  are  consequently  in  consider- 
able vogue.  They  are  of  various  kinds,  some 
being  naturally  pierced  stones,  rdhers  portions 
of  hone  stone  and  iron  stone.  These  arc  fre- 
quently attached  to  animals.  One  now  in  the 
Bellucci  collection  was  taken  off  the  neck  Ol 
a  sheep,  and  was  supposed  to  have  protected 
the  entire  flock  to  which  the  animal  belonged. 
Then  there  arc  birth  stones,  which  are  believ- 
ed to  exercise  protection  over  both  women 
and  female  domestic  animals.  Many  ol  these 
are  pieces  of  agillaceous  limestone. 

AN    UNKNOWN    PEOPLE

inside  of  two  hours  we  arrived  at  another  de- 
serted village,  about  a  month  more  recent  than 
the  one  found  at  Cape  Bexley.

As  the  hunter  was  separated  from  each  of 
hfcrfftlnur   huntsmen    by   a   full    half-mile,    I 
thought  he  would  probably  be  frightened  if  all 
of  us  were  to  rush  up  to  him  at  the  top  speed 
of  our  dogs.     We  therefore  stopped  our  sled 
several  hundred  yards  away.     Tannaumirk  had 
become  braver  now,  for  the  lone  stranger  did 
not  look  formidable,  silting  stoped  forward  as 
he  was  on  his  block  of  snow  beside  the  seal- 
hole,      lie   accordingly  volunteered   to   act   as 
our  ambassador,  saying  that  the  Mackenzie  dia- 
lect (his  own)   was  probably  nearer  the  stran- 
ger's  tongue   than    NatkusiakS.      This  seemed 
likely,  so  1  told  him  to  go  ahead.     After  what 
may  have  been  anything  from   live  to  fifteen 
minutes  of  talking  and  expostulation  by  Tan- 
naumirk, the  man  finally  began  to  listen  and 
then  to  answer.

the  Boers,  whose  left  held  strongly  by  a  farm 
house,  which  was  vigorously  shelled.  The 
British  detachment  returned  to  camp  at  night- 
fall leaving  a  garrison  aw  the  right.  In  the 
meantime  a  desultory  bombardment  of  the 
Boer  position  was  kept  up,  and  considerable 
rifle  fire  was  concentrated  where  the  Essex 
Regiment  was  attempting  to  rush  up  the  river. 
About  midday  the  cry  was  raised  that  General 
French  had  arrived,  but  his  division  was  en- 
gaged in  another  quarter.  When  Field  Mar- 
shal Lord  Rpberts  arrived,  he  addressed  sev- 
eral regiments,  and  was  vigorously  cheered. 

Tuesday,  February  26th,  was  the  third  d*y 
of  General  Cronje's  tight  situation,  arid  bis 
grim  resistance  in  the  face  of  death.  Early  In 
the  morning  the  British  infantry  engaged  the 
Boers  in  the  bed  of  the  Modder  River,  driving 
them  back  a  short  distance.  The  Boers  were 
busy  on  the  entrenchments  around  the  laager. 
A  few  shells  were  fired  at  them.  General 
French's  artillery  was  heard  off  to  the  east. 
About  noon  the  British  planted  three  field  bat- 
teries and  two  naval  12-pounder  cannon  on 
the  south  bank  of  the  river,  and  three  field 
batteries  and  three  naval  4-7  pounder  cannon 


them  up.  A  very  few  managed  to  swim 
ashore  themselves.  A  few  held  on  the  wreck, 
and  these  were  picked  up  next  morning  by  a 
passing  vessel,  which  had  atSO  rescued  the 
people  in  the  boats  who  had  been  unable  to 
reach  the  shore.  But  the  greater  number  per- 
ished, heroes  no  less  than  if  they  had  fallen 
on  the  field  of  battle. — The  Book  of  Know- 
ledge.

on  the  north  bank,  along  with  one  howitzer, 
thus  enfilading  the  whole  river.  Thus  a  num- 
ber of  powerful  cannon  concentrated  their  fire 
upoTr~an""^area"ofv  ~a~~  square  mile;  -f-ne—sneiis 
burst  on  each  bank  and  in  every  ravine  and 
bush  of  the  river  bed,  and  the  roar  was  deaf- 
ening. The  enfilading  cannon  did  terribte  ;•■«** 
ecution,  the  Boers  fought  with  a  courage  of 
madness.  General  Cronje's  pluck  arid  hero- 
ism was  admired  by  ius foes.  The  British 
bombardment  of  the  Boer  entrenchments  ?e* 
suited  in  driving  the  Boers  away  in  all  direc- 
tions with  many  kitted  and  wounded,  and  50 
were  made  prisoners.  7 

Boer  reinforcements  under  General  Both* 
came  on  from  General  Joubert*s  army  before 
Ladysmitlito  reinforce  General  Cronje's  force. 
On  .Wednesday,  February  21st,  General 
Botha's  force  was  defeated  and  scattered  after 
heavy  fighitrig,  and  suffered  immense  loss. 

.On  February  24th  the  Boers  were  defeated 
|£  repeated  attempts  to  break  through  the 
British  nnes  to  reinforce  General  Cronje,  anjd 
Qenerak-P$  "Wet's  column  was  repulsed  .with 
severe  ioss  and  'compelled  to  fall  back. 

Flnalfy  the  "capture  of  an  important  strat- 
egic point  by  the  C^a^iahs  before  daybreak 
on  February  27th  put*  an  end  to  General 
Crone's  heroic  resistance,  and  he  sent  a  flag 
o£  "trace  to  the  British  outposts  offeringf  to 
surrender  unconditionally.  Lord  Roberts  re- 
plied that  General  GrorVJe  and  his  troops  must 
come  out  of  their  laager  and  present  them- 
selves at  the  British  commander's  camp  after 
laying  down  their  arms. 

As  Cronje's  surrender  occurred  on  the 
nineteenth  anniversary  of  the  disastrous  Brit- 
ish defeat  at  Majuba  Hill,  the  British  consid- 
ered Majuba  avenged.  England  went  wild 
with  joy  at  this  victory.^— Israel Smith  Clare.

By  February "' 16th,  the  Boer  army,  under 
General  Cronje,  10,000  strong,  was  in  full  re- 
treat toward  Bloemfontein,  with  the  British, 
under .  General  Kelly-Kenny,  harassing  their 
rear. .  The  Boer  laaget  was  shelled.  General 
Lord  kitchener  was  superintending  the  pur- 
suit of  General  Cronje.  The  British  divisionf 
under  Generals  Tucker  and  Colville  were  CO* 
operating  with  General  Kelly-Kenny  in  pur. 
suit  of  the  retreating  Boers. 
•  In  this  pursuit  General  Kelly-Kenny's  bri- 
gade captured  78  wagons  laden  with  store* 
and  ammunition,  two  wagons;  of  Mauser 
rifles,  eight  boxes  of  shells,  ten  barrels  of  JW 
plosives  and  a  large  quantity  of  stores,  all  be- 
longing to  Cronje's  laager,  which  was  Still  be- 
ing shelled  by  the  British  artillery  when  Lord 
Kitchener  dispatched  his^  messenger. 

General  Cronje  was  now  said  to  be  in  a 
very  bad  situation,  his  force  being  surrounded, 
and  he  being  given  a  time  limit  to  surrender. 
In  fighting  near  Paardeberg,  from  February 
16th  to  18th,  on  the  British  side,  Major-Gen- 
eral Knox  and  Major-General  Hector  A.  Mac- 
Donald  were  wounded  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Aldworth  was  killed. 

One  of  the  bloodiest  battles  of  the  war 
was  fought  near  Paardeberg  Drift,  on  Sunday, 
February     1 8th.      While     pursuing     General 
Cronje,  General  Kelly-Kenny  caught  his  rear 
-guard  at   Klip   Drift,   and   followed  it  to  the 
Boer  laager  at  Koodoorand.       The  action  at 
the  drift   commenced    at    dawn,     the   British 
mounted  infantry  driving  the  Boer  rear  guard 
up  the  Modder  River  toward  the  Boer  main 
s,dy,  while  another  body  of  mounted  infan- 
try manoeuvred  on  the  right  front  and  flank 
of  the  Boers.     The  British  main  body  advanc- 
ed to  outflank  the  Boer  laager  on  the  north 
hank  of  the  river.      After  seizing  two  drifts, 
I ieneral  Kelly-Kenny  found  the  Boers  strong- 
ly inclosed,   and  ordered   an  attack  with  the 
Highland    Brigade    on    the  left    and    General 
Knox's  brigade  on  the  centre  and  right,  while 
General   Smith-Dorrien's   brigade  crossed   the 
river  and  advanced  along  the  north  bank.  On 
the  north  and  south  banks  the  ground  is  level, 
and  the  advance  across  this  was  deadly,  and 
the  British    losses  were    heavy.       The  battle 
resembled  that  of  the  Modder    River.       The 
British  soldiers  were  under  fire  all  day  long, 
ind  all  the  fighting  had  no  decisive  result,  as 
he  Boer  laager  was  well  barricaded  and  the 
Boers  remained  therein.     The  British  artillery 
shelled   the  laager  vigorously,   and  the  Boers 
iJmitled  that  they  lost  over  800  men. 

The  terrific  shelling  was  resumed  by  the 
British  the  next  day,  Monday,  February  19th, 
A'hen  General  Cronje  asked  fpr  an  armistice 
if  one  day  to  bfar)  his  dead.  Lord  Kitchener 
•efUSed  to"  grant  it,  saying,  "Not  a  minute.  It 
must  be  surrender,  or  fight  to  a  finish."  The 
Boers  had  constructed  retrenchments  around 
their  laager  during  the  night,  and  were  still 
threatened  by  General  Smith-Dorrien.  The 
iritish  infantry  rested  after  the  terrible  fight 
if  the  previous  day.  The  infantry  and  a  bat- 
tery of  horse  artillery  started  to  observe  the 
Boers  who  were  holding  a  kopje,  but  while 
riding  around  they  received  a  heavy  fusilade, 
and  were  obliged  to  move  farther  out.  but  suf- 
fered no  loss.  They  pushed  on.  and  found 
that  the  kopje  extended  a  considerable  dis- 
tance west,  sloping  gradually  to  the  plain. 
I'hey  seized  a  good  defensive  position,  which 
*-as  garrisoned.       They    completely    flanked

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It  was  not  so  very  many  years  ago  that 
the  steamer  Birkenhead  was  on  her  way  to 
South  Africa.  On  board  of  her  were  the  crew 
and  a  number  of  soldiers,  besides  the  wives 
and  children  of  several  of  the  soldiers,  for 
they  were  not  going  out  to  a  war  but  to  form 
part  of  the  garrison  of  the  country. 

As  the  great  ship  steamed  along  the  coast 
of  Africa,  no  one  dreaming  of  danger — it  was 
night,  and  all  but  the  sailors  who  had  to  work 
the  ship  were  sleeping — her  side  crushed  ag- 
ainst a  sunken  rock.       Everyone    hurried    on 
deck,  for  all  knew  from  the  shock  that  some 
great  disaster  had  happened.     But  there  was 
no  panic.     The  officers  gave  their  orders,  and 
the  men  obeyed  them  as  steadily  as  if  they 
had  been  on  the  parade  ground.     The  soldiers 
were  set  to  help  the  sailors,  working  at    the 
pumps  to  keep   the  ship  from   sinking,     and 
getting  the  horses  overboard  to  lighten   her. 
That  must  have  been  a  sore  task  for  men  who 
loved  the  poor  horses,  but  they  could  not  be 
saved.     And    still    the    water    came    in,   and 
everyone  knew  the  Birkenhead  must  go  down. 
Then  they  set  about  launching  the  boats. 
The  sea  had  not  been  dangerous  for  the  big 
ship  when  she  was  whole,  but  it  was  too  rough 
for  small  boats.     One  big  boat  and  two  small 
ones  were  filled  with  women  and  children  and 
pushed  off  to  safety,  another  was  smashed  by 
a  falling  spar,  and  two  were  swamped  before 
anyone' could   be   got   into    them.      Then    the 
ship  broke  in  two,  and  one  half  began  to  sink. 
The  soldiers    were    already    drawn   up  in 
ranks.       The  captain  called  to  them  to  swim 
for  the  boats,  but  the  colonel  saw  that  If  they 
did   that  the  boats  would  be  over-filled    and 
.swamped.     The  men  stood  firm,  awaiting  that 
officer's   order.        He   told    them   that  if   they 
swam  for  the  boats  these  would  be  capsized 
and  the  women  and  children  drowned. 

So  they  stood  in  their  lines,  waiting  for 
the  ship  to  go  down,  as  steady  as  if  they  were 
in  the  drill  yard.  Then  the  hungry  waves 
washed  over  the  decks,  and  the  brave  soldiers 
were  plunged  into  the  sea.  All  they  could 
hope  for  was  to  keep  afloat  till  the  boats 
reached  the  shore  and  could  return  to  pick 


And  one  of  these  principles  upon  which 
rests  the  foundation  of  the  world  is  summed  up 
in  the  following  words:  "As  a  man  sows  so 
shall  he  reap,"  and  because  we  have  become 
very  familiar  with  these  words,  perhaps  for 
I  some  of  us  they  have  lost  the1  power  they  held 
at  first.  Words  do  lose  that  power  very  quickly 
sometimes,  in  spite  of  the  impression  they  made 
upon  lis  when  we  first  heard  them.  Then  pres- 
ently we  read  some  article,  a  story,  a  bon  mot, 
an  aphorism,  and  we  are  profoundly  moved 
by  the  truth  it  contains.  For  a  little  while  it 
is  as  though  some  new  and  all-pervading  light 
had  broken  in  upon  our  moral  and  intellectual 
being;  then  we  begin  to  realize,  as  it  suddenly 
dawns  upon  us,  that  we  have  only  come  across 
some  oid  truth  in  a  new  disguise.  The  words 
we  use  to  express  things  are  so  inadequate,  the 
truth  itself  is  so. great,  so  sublime,  that  it  can 
come  to  us  in  a  thousand  different  ways,  and 
each  time  it  comes  it  is  just  as  illuminating, 
just  as  enlightening;  the  vehicle  of  words  grows 
old  and  dull,  perhaps,  through  constant  and 
thoughtless  repetition,  but  the  truth  itself  re- 
mains a  bright  and  shining  light,  brighter  and 
more  shining  the  oftener  it  comes  to  us. 


There  have  been  many  prophets,  many, 
many  philosophers,  perhaps  sometimes  we  may 
ask  ourselves,  what  has  been  the  real  use  of 
their  efforts  after  all.  They  teach  practically 
the  same  thing,  nearly  every  one  of  them. 
Some  of  them  argue  a  little  differently  from 
others,  that  is  all;  their  goal  is  nearly  the  same 
in  each  case.  But  we  cannot  all  understand 
the  same  interpretation,  any  more  than  we  can 
all  speak  the  same  language,  and  that  those 
who  have  tried  to  express  great  truths  have 
served  the  Divine  purpose  is  proved  by  their 
following. 


Again  taking  the  old  words  embodying  the 
great  principle,  "As  a  man  SOWS  no  shall  he 
reap,"  you  have  heard  this  preached  since  in- 
fancy, in  the  Sunday  school  and  in  the  pulpit, 
until  the  words  have  come  to  mean  much  less 
to  you  than  they  did  at  lirst.  You  have  lived 
through  a  good  many  experiences  in  your  life, 
and  one  fine  morning  in  Spring  you  are  walking 
alone  on  a  sunny  hillside,  and  you  suddenly 
realize  that  life  is  a  very  blessed  and  beautiful 
gift  after  all.  You  had  not  thought  of  it  be- 
fore, not  since  ten  or  fifteen  or  more  years 
ago,  perhaps,  when  you  made  up  your  mind 
that  life  for  you  at  least  was  a  mistake,  that  the 
light  of  your  days  had  gone  out,  that  there  was 
nothing  now  left  for  you  but  to  do  your  duty.

When 
his  guests  thanked  him  for  their  attention,  Ab- 
raham said:    "Do  not  thank  me,  for  I  am  not 
The  owner    of    this    place;    thank    God,  who 
created  heaven  and  earth."     In  this  manner  he 
made   the   name  of  God   known   among   the 
heathens.     Therefore  he  gave  us  an  example 
of  hospitality  which  we  should  follow,  as  it  is 
written  in  the  proverbs  of  the  fathers,  "Let  thy 
house  be  open  wide  as  a  refuge,  and  let  the 
poor  be  cordially  received   within  thy  walls. 
When  they  enter  thy  house  receive  them  with  a 
friendly  glance,   and  set  immediately    before 
them  thy  bread  and  salt.     Perhaps  the  poor 
man  may  be  hungry  and  yet  hesitate  to  ask  for 
food.   Even  though  there  be  much  to  trouble 
thee,    thou   must  hide  thy  feelings  from  thy 
guests;  comfort  them  if  they  need  kindly  words. 
but  lay  not  thine  own  troubles  before  them. 
Remember  how  kindly  Abraham  acted  toward 
the  three  angels  whom  he  thought  were  men; 
how  hospitably  he  treated  them,  saying:  "My 
lords,  if  I  have  found  grace  in  thine  eyes,  do  not 
pass   away   from   your   servant."    Be  always 
friendly  to  thy  guests,  that  when  thou  shalt  call 
upon  the  Lord,  He  will  answer  thee.

STORIES  OF  OLD  ROME 

THE  FOUNDING  OF  ROME  AS  A  RE- 
PUBLIC 


King  Porsenna  was  to  have  a  ibl?  greater 
proof  of  the  fortitude  of  the  Romans.     When, 
after  the  courageous  acts  of  Mucius  in   per- 
mitting his  hand  to  burn  off  in  the  altar  flame, 
as  a  proof  ugfflw^*&6  not  avail«tor 
make  him  break  his  word,  the  young  Roman 
soldier  told  the  invading  king  $^1&  * 
WWL  the  latter  was  so  moved  that  he  ofr 
fered  to  make  peace.    As  one  of  the  condi: 
tions  of  peace,  the  Romans  agreed  to  give  up 
all  the  land  they  had  won  from  the  Etruscans 
beyond  the  Tiber,  and  to  render  as  hostages 
to   Porsenna  ten  youths    and    ten    maidens. 
Among  the  maidens  sent  to  the   Etruscans' 
camp  was  Cloelia,  who,  because  she  possessed 
great  courage  and  daring,  was  said  to  have 
a  man's  heart.    She  determined  not  to  remain 
in  the  enemy's  camp,  though  she  realized  that 
the  only  means  of  escape  lay  in  swimming 
arrnss  the  Tiber.     She  talked  with  the  other 


young  girls,  and  inspired    them    witn  confl- 
dence,  and  in  the  dead  of  night  these  ten  in- 
trepid  maidens  crept  down  to  the  shore,  sprang 
Tnto-the  water  and  swam  -safety-over- 4h&  river 
to  their  own  people.      When  word  of  this 
brave  deed  was  brought  to  King  Porsenna,  he 
was  at  first  inclined  to  be  angry,  but,  a  man 
of  noble  parts   himself,    he   appreciated  the 
courage  of  others,  and  when,  the  following 
day,  the  maidens  were  sent  back  to  him  (for 
the  Romans  would  not  break  faith  with  him) 
he  spoke  kindly  to  them,  praised  them  for  their , 
valor,  and  returned  them  to  Rome.       More 
than  this,  he  asked  Cloelia  to  choose  whom 
she  would  among  the  ten  youths  to  accom- 
pany them,  and  Cloelia  selected  the  youngest 
of  them,  those  who  had  felt  the  pang  of  be- 
ing separated  from  their  parents,  and  triumph- 
antly they  all  went  back  together.      Shortly 
after  this  King  Porsenna  returned  to  his  own 
country,  and  the  third  attempt  of  Tarquin  to 
regain  the  throne  was  ended. 

It  was  two  years  later  before  the  now  aged 
king  swent,  to  war  with  the  Romans  for  the 
fourth  and  last  time.  In  the  meantime  there 
had  been  a  slight  change  in  the  Roman  ad- 
ministration. The  senate  had  decided  that 
when  danger  threatened  the  city  one  of  the 
consuls  should  have  power  to  appoint  a  dic- 
tator, or  a  sovereign  chief,  who  should  hold 
supreme  power  for  six  months,  and  who  in 
turn  should  have  the  privilege  of  naming  his 
own  master  of  the  horse. 

Postumius  was  dictator  when  the  Latins 
and  the  Romans  went  to  war  again.  The  two 
armies  met  at  Lake  Regillus,  in  the  land  of 
the  Tusculans.  King  Tarquin  had  all  the  sol- 
diers of  thirty  Latin  cities  under  the  leadership 
of  Mamilius  Octavius,  his  son-in-lawV  and  they 
had  sworn  a  solemn  oath  to  restore  him  to 
the  sovereignty  of  Rome. 

King  Tarquin  himself,   who,  with  all  his 
faults,  was  a  brave  soldier,  rode  at  the  head^of 
the  troops  in  full  armor,  and  when  he  descried 
Postumius  marshalling  his  men,  he. spurred  his 
horse  and  rode  at  him,  and  there  was  a  con- 
flict between    them    in    which    Tarquin  Was 
^wounded,  but  was  rescued  by  some  of  his  men. 
'There  followed  a  fierce  battle,  in  which  many 
great  soldiers  lost  their  lives,  among  them  be- 
ing Valerius,  brother  of  "Poplicela,"  and  Ma- 
milius Octavius,  the  dictator  of  the  Latins,  and 
Titus,  the  king's  son.     But  the  Latins  pressed 
the  Romans  hard,  and  for  some  time  the  issue 
of   the   battle  was  doubtful.      Postumius,   the 
Roman  dictator,  alarmed  at  the  nature  of  the 
struggle,  called  upon  the  gods  to  assist  them, 
and  suddenly  there  appeared  in  the  field  two 
horsemen,  of  great  stature  and  clad  in  shining 
armor.     The  horses  they  rode  were  white  as 
milk.     They  took  their  places  at  the  head  of 
the  Roman  army,  and  led  them  in  a  last  at- 
tack  upon   the   exiles  and   their   allies.        So 
fierce  was  the  charge  they  made,   so  greatlv 
did  they  inspire  the  Roman  soldiers,  that  the 
army   of   King   Tarquin   broke   and   fled,    and 
the  Romans  pursued  them  to  their  very  camps. 
When  the  battle  was  over,  the  Romans  looked 
about   for   the     two    horsemen    who   had   led 
iliem  to  victory.     No  sign  of  them  was  to  be 
.seen,   save   on   one  rock  in   the  midst   of  the 
battlefield    was  the  strange  mark   of  a  great 
horse's  hoof. 

While  this  search  was  going  on,  two  horse- 
men of  prodigious  size  and  remarkable  beauty, 
though  they  were  covered  with  dust  anil  blood, 
rode  into  the  Forum  at  Home,  and  alighting 
near  the  temple  of  Vesta,  walked  to  a  spr'rig 
near  by,  and  cleansed  themselves.  Then  they 
told  the  people  of  the  city  how  the  battle  at 
Lake  Regillus  had  been  won  by  the  army  of 
the  Republic.  Amid  the  shouting  and  the 
cheering  they  mounted  their  snow-white  horses 
and  rode  swiftly  away,  and  no  one  ever  saw 

them  again. 

When  Postumius  returned  to  Rome,  and 
heard  the  people's  story,  he  explained  to  them 
that  the  same  two  horsemen  had  led  the  army 
to  victory;  and  he  told  them  further  that  when 
he  called  upon  the  gods  in  his  extremity  he 
promised  a  temple  to  Castor  ahd<  Pollux,  the 
twin  heroes  of  the  Greeks  if  they  would  be- 


friend him.  Everyone  was  convinced  that  the 
wonderful  horsemen  had  been  no  other  than 
the  Greek  heroes,  and  a  temple  was  forthwith 
built  and  dedicated  to  them,  upon  the  place 
where  they  had  alighted  in  the  Forum! 

So  the  Latin  cities  all  made  peace  with 
Rome,  and  refused  even  to  allow  old  King 
Tarquin  to  seek  refuge  among  them.  His 
sons  were  all  dead,  and  he  only  had  a  few 
friends  left,  but  these  few  remained  faithful 
to  him,  and  they  went  with  him  to  the  Greek 
city  of  Cumae,  in  the  Bay  of  Naples,  where 
Tarquin  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life,  with- 
out inaking  any  further  efforts  toward  regain- 
ing what  he  had  lost

THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 

We  have  now  reached,  in  the  story  of 
France,  an  epoch  like  which  there  is  nothing 
similar  in  the  history  of  any  country.  When 
Charles  VI.  died  the  nation  was  at  the  feet  of 
England,  and  there  is  no  manner  of  doubt 
that,  if  Henry  V.  had  lived  a  few  years  longer, 
the  two  kingdoms  would  have  been  united  in 
bonds  that  would  long  have  remained  un- 
broken.   The  Dauphin  was  uncertain  what  to 


do  after  his  father  s  death,  but  he  permitted 
himself  to  be  proclaimed  king  under  the  title 
of  Charles  VII.     France,  therefo^  had  two 
kings,  Jderiri._YL_ of .  England,  asjreLa  mere 
child,  and  the  new  sovereign  of  the  national 
royal  house,    ^either  of  them  could  be  called 
king  in  fact,  for  the  authority  of  both  was 
disputed  everywhere.    The  war  between  the 
two  factions  continued,  and  success  was  chief- 
ly on  the  side  of  those  who  sustained    the 
claims  of  the  English  king.     France  was  re- 
duced to  very  desperate  conditions.     Henry's 
uncle  and  guardian,  the  Duke  of  Bedford,,  pos- 
sessed much  of  the  activity  of  his  brother  the 
late  king  of  England,  and  he  pursued  his  oper- 
ations with  vigor    for   the   conquest  of  the 
country.     He  lacked  the  sagacity  of  Henry 
V.,  and  much  of  his  humanity;  MlStepWHt 
events  demonstrated  tragically. 

At  this  juncture  there  appeared  upon  the 
scene  a  person  whose   character   and  career 
were  then  and  have  remained  since  a  mystery 
defying  solution.     She  has  gone  into  history 
as  Jeanne  d'Arc,  in  English,  Joan  of  Arc;  but 
there  is  more  than  doubt  if  this  was  her  name. 
There  is  no  record  of  any.  such  place  as  Arc, 
from  which  her  patronymic  could  have  been 
derived,  and  it  is  suggested  that  her  proper 
name  was  Dare  or  Darque,  which  later  came 
to  be  written  d'Arc.     Her  father's  name  was 
Jacques,  and  he  was  a  peasant  of  Domremy, 
where  Jeanne  was  born  on  January  15,  1412. 
Domremy  was  one  of  the  very  few  parts  ot 
France  into  which  'the  English  invaders  had 
not  penetrated.    Jeanne  was  twelve  years  old 
before  her  life  was  marked  by  anything  dif- 
ferent from  the  experience  of  other  children. 
Her  education  was  of  the  simplest  character, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  she  could  read.    As  was 
the  custom  in  rural  France,  she  was  trained 
in  the  simpler    tenets    and    practices  of  the 
Church,  and  she  seems  to  have  been  a  gentle 
little  girl,  very  fond  of  the  simple  devotional 
'  exercises,  in  which  she  had  been  instructed.  It 
would,  however,  be  a  mistake  to  suppose  that 
there  was  anything  about  her  to  distinguish 
her  from   any   other  village   maiden    of   her 
time.       It  was  her  custom,  when  her  small 
household  tasks  were  finished,  to  sit  in  the  gar- 
den with  her  sewing,  for  in  a  peasant's  house- 
hold in  those  days  thereiwas  little  idle  time 
for  any  who  were  old  enough  to  contribute 
to  the  family  needs.     She  herself  is  the  only 
authority  for  what  occurred  on  that  memor- 
able Summer  afternoon  in   1424,  the  terrible 
year  of  Agincourt,  when  she  had  an  experience 
that  not  only  completely  altered  her  life,  but 
changed  the  current  of  history.     She"  told  af- 
terwards that,   while  her  mind   was  occupied 
only  with  such  thoughts  as  naturally  came  to 
a  young  girl,  sitting  alone  in  the  sunshine  and 
flowers,  a  strange  light  came  between  her  and 
the  church  that  stood  nearby,  and  out  of  the 
light    came   a    voice  saying:      "Jeanne,     sois 
bonne  et  sage  enfant;  va  souvent  a  l'eglise." 
It  was  only  a  simple  exhortation  to  be  a  good 
ami  wise  child  and  to  go  often  to  church;  but 
it  was  the  first  of  her  wonderful  visions. 

Her  first  vision  took  no  definite  shape,  nor 
did  those  that  followed,  at  least  for  some  time. 
At  length,    however,   the    light    shaped   itself 
into  an  angelic  warrior,  whom  Jeanne  after- 
wards came  to  believe  was  the  Angel  Gabriel. 
After  several   interviews,   in   which   the   vision 
spoke   only    only    ot    those   things  which     the 
child    could    easily    understand,    it    began     to 
impart  to  her  an  idea  of  the  distracted  condi- 
tion of   France,  ending  his  narration  with   the 
startling  announcement  that  she  was  destined 
to  save  France,  and  must  go  forthwith  to  the 
King,  that  is  Charles  VII.,  and  otter  him   her 
services.     She  protested  that  she  did  not  know 
how   to   ride  a   horse,    and    was  incapable    of 
leading  armed  men;  but  the  vision  refused,  to 
accept  her  excuses.      It  gave  her  express  di- 
rections as  to  what  she  should  do,  telling  her 
to  go  to  one  Monsieur  Baudricourt,  who  would 
take  her  to  the  King.    She  tells  that  she  shrank 
from  the  missions,  whereupon  her  whole  soul 
was  filled  with  a  profound  pity  for  her  coun- 
try.      This  pity  continued  to  inspire  her    for 
many  days,  and  gave  her  Streat  mental    an- 


guish. Her  visions  continued;  but  the  war- 
riot  seldom  came  In  his  place  were  beauti- 
ful and  gentle  women,  especially  two,  one  of 
whom  introduced  herself  as  Catherine,  and  the 
other  who  said  she  was  Margaret.  They  said 
they  had  both  been  martyrs,  and  told  her  that 
there  was  "a  lady  in  heaven  who  loved  her." 
It  is  singular  that  she  did  not  tell  her  parents 
or  even  the  Cure  of  her  visions.  She  said 
afterwards  that  she  was  under  no  promise  of 
secrecy,  and  simply  refrained  from  telling  of 
her  visions  because  she  felt  that  she  ought 

•aot'KflKlWy  °ther  resPect  she  w,as,a 

normal  country  girl.  She  joined  m  all  the 
sports  of  her  companions^ when  time  permit- 
ted them  to  have  Innocent  enjoyments;  per- 
formed her  MU  acts  of  kindness  for  those 
who  needed  such  assistance  as  a  child  could 
give,  and  betrayed  in  no  way  whatever  the 
fact  that  she  was  having  unique  experiences. 
At  length  her  uncle  came  to  her  father's  house 
and  asked  that  Jeanne  might  go  with  him  and 
act  as  nurse  to  his  wife,  who  was  ill.  He 
lived  at  Vaucouleurs,  which  was  the  place 
where  in  one  of  her  earlier  visions  the  angel 
warrior  told  her  she  would  meet  Baudrin- 
court, who  would  take  her  to  the  King.  Her 
father  consented  to  her  going,  and  she  went 


with  her  uncle.  On  the  way  she  startled  ner 
companion  by  telling  him  that  she  must  go  to 
France  to  see  the  Dauphin  and  make  him  con- 
sent io  being  crowned  king.— Her~uncie-ex~- 
pressed  his  surprise,  -whereupon  she  asked 
him  if  he  had  never  heard  that  France,  after 
being  made  desolate  by:  a  woman,  should  be 
restored  by  a  child.  He  was  so  impressed  by 
this,  that  he  forbore  to  chide,  her,  and  soon 
expressed  his  readiness  to  assist  her  in  all  her 
plans.  He  accordingly  went  to  Baudrincourt, 
and  asked  permission  to  send  him  a  little  girl, 
who  would  save  France.  His  request  was  re- 
ceived with  impatience.  "Box  her  ears,"  said 
Baudrincourt,  "and  send  her  home  to  her 
mother."  This  was  on  May  13,  1428,  when 
Jeanne  was  in  her  seventeenth  year. 


own   likeness,    endowed    him    with    their   own 
qualities;  magnified  in  him  their  own  powers 
and  weaknesses;  attributed  to  him  their  own 
thoughts  and  motives;  explained  him  by  their 
nun' limitations.     They  invest  him  with  an  in- 
dividuality like  their  own.     They  do  not  make 
graven    images  to     represent    him,     but    they 
'make   verbal    images   which   are   equally   mis- 
leading.     Is  it  not  the  simple  truth  that  the 
Deity  must   of  necessity   have   remained   for- 
ever unknown  to  us,  if  He  had  not  been  made 
spiritually   manifest?      Is  not  this  what  Paul 
meant  to  tell  the  people  of  Athens?     The  Old 
Testament,  rightly  read,  is  full  of  evidence  of 
the  spiritual  manifestation  of  the  Deity.     The 
Jews,  with  their  pride  of  race,  assumed  that 
the  Deity,  whom  they  named  Jehovah,  was  in 
some  special  way  theirs.    This  is  plain  enough 
from  such  expressions  as    "Among  the  gods 
there  is  none  like  unto  thee,"  which  is  only 
one  of  many  citations  that  could  be  given  to 
illustrate  this  idea;  but  underlying  this  racial 
superstition  it  is    everywhere    apparent    that 
God  was  spiritually  revealed  to  the  founders 
and  leaders  of  the  Hebrew  race.     The  world 
was  not  left  in  ignorance  until  a  little  less  than 
two  thousand  years  ago  as  to  the  nature  ot 
the  Deity.    Greek  philosophy  sought,  and  not 


altogether  In  vain,  to  ascertain  His  nature.  Of 
His  existence  there  never  was  any  doubt  in  the 
mind  of  mankind.  Atheism  is  an  intellectual 
mytJvJn:  which  even  those  who  profess  it  do 
not  in  their  heart  of  hearts  believe.  Men  may 
not  believe  in  the  representation  of  God  as 
given  by  any  of  the  definitions  employed  by 
theologians,  but  it  may  well  be  doubted  if 
there  is  a  person  of  normal  intelligence  who 
denies  to  himself  that  there  is  a  Power  which 
is  greater  than  the  visible  Universe  and  than 
our  mental  powers. 

The  fullest  and  only  comprehensible  reyte* 
lation  of  the  nature  of  the  Deity  is  that  which 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  gave  us.    It  is  a  revelation 
of  a  beneficent  Power  by  which  mankind  may 
be  helped.     This  is  the  great  new  thought,  in 
the  teachings  of  Jesus.    As  has  been  pointed 
out  by  scores  and  scores  of  theologians    and 
others,  so  far  as  rules  of  conduct  are  concern- 
ed there  is  nothing  which  Jesus  taught  that  is 
materially    different    from    what    other  great 
teachers  have  insisted  upon  as  coming  within 
the  scope  of  our  duty  to  each  other.     Where- 
in his  teachings  differ  from  all  others  is  that 
they  set  forth  as  their  dominant  note  the  qual- 
ity of  Deity  as  a  loving  father.    This  expres- 
sion is  necessarily  inadequate,  for  we  have  no 
language  by  which  we  can  express  the  attrib- 
utes of  the  Infinite;  we  can,  however,  realize 
that  Jesus  taught  that  God's  attitude  to  us  is 
not  that  of  an  angry,  irritable,  jealous  Being, 
but  of  one  who  stands  ready  to  give  us  help, 
if  we  desire  it.     Here  we  are  again  hampered 
by  the  insufficiency  of  language.     Jesus  em- 
ployed   figures    of    speech    to    convey 


never  die.     The  fact  that  there  is  no  accurate 
account  of  the  death  of  John  may  have  lent 
color  to  this  idea.     All  the  other  disciples  suf- 
fered martyrdom,  but  the  time  and  manner  of 
John's   death   is   unknown.      Church   tradition 
leaves  him  as  a  very  old  man  living  in  Ephesus. 
Two  other  explanations  are  given  of  the  legend. 
One  of  them  is  that  Ahasuerus,  a  Jewish 
shoemaker,  had  a  stall  on  the  road  to  Calvary, 
and  that  when  Jesus,  bearing  His  cross,  wished 
to  sit  there  and  rest,  the  shoemaker  drove  Him 
on,  whereupon  Jesus  declared  to  him  that  he 
should  ever  go  on,  and  from  that  day  to  this 
the  shoemaker  has  been  wandering.     This  is 
the  explanation  accepted  by  Sue.     The*|f|P8 
is  that  a  Jew  named  Kartaphilus  was  door- 
keeper for  Pilate,  and  struck  Jesus  as  He  was 
entering  the  door.    For  this  he  was  doomed 
to  perpetual  wandering.    The  legend  of  the 
Wanderer  first  appears. in  literature  in  the  Thir- 
teenth Century,  but  it  was  doubtless  many  years 
older.    Some  writers  have  sought  to  explain  it 
as  a  reference  to  the  fact  that  the  Jewish  nation 
was  scattered  abroad,  but  this  seems  very  far- 
fetched.    It  is  more  likely  a  myth,  pure  and 
simple,  originating  in  the  days  when  Christian- 
ity and  Paganism  were  coming  into  close  con- 
tact, and  the  adherents  of  the  former  were  ap- 
propriating the  myths  of  the  latter  or  inventing 
new  ones.    There  seems  to  have  been  a  species 
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of  rivalry  between  the  more  ignorant  christians 
and  Pagans  in  the  invention  of    mysterious, 
legends  about  their  several  cults. 
_  _  To  many  persons  in  Europe  frojniheJTbjjv.. 
teenth  Century  onward  the  Wandering  Jew  was 
a  very  real  personage.    His  advent  was  dread- 
ed, for  it  was  supposed  to  portend  war  and  pes- 
tilence, especially  the  latter.    There  are  legends 
telling  of  how  he  passed  quickly  across  Eu- 
rope just  before  the  Black  Death,  that  awful 
visitation  of  the^tfourteenth   Century,    swept 
across  the  Continent  like  a  besom  of  destruc- 
tion.   Other  traditions  associate  him  with  other 
appearances  of  the  plague.    No  lands  were  be 
lieved  to  be  free  from  his  direful  influence. 
Probably  there  are  yet  many  thousands  of  peo- 
ple, who  believe  in  his  existence,   and  who 
-sftjuld  be  thrown  into  a  panic  if  they  had  reason 
to  believe  that  he  had  been  seen.    Eugene  Sue 
portrays  his  alleged  character  and  the  results 
of  his  visit  in  language  that  is  more  vivid"  than 
a  painting.    We  quote: 

"It  is  night.  The  moon  shines  and  the 
stars  glitter  in  the  midst  of  a  serene  but  cloud- 
less sky;  the  sharp  whistlings  of  the  north  wind 
—that  fatal  dry  and  icy  breeze— ever  and  anon 
bursts  forth  in  violent  gusts.  .  .  .  Ou  the 
I  highest  point  of  the  hills  a  man  is  standing. 
His  long  shadow  is  cast  upon  the  stony,  moon- 
lit ground.  He  gazed  on  the  immense  city 
which  lies  outspread  beneath  his  feet.   .    .  ... 

'"No,"'  said  the  wanderer;  'it  is  not  to  be. 
The  Lord  will  not  exact   it.     Is    not    twice 

enough?*  .."      ■  " 

"  'Five  centuries  ago  the  avenging  hand 
of  the  Almighty  drove  me  hither  from  the  ut- 
termost confines  of  Asia.  A  solitary  traveler, 
I  left  behind  me  more  grief,  despair,  disaster 
and  death  than  the  innumerable  armies  of  a 
hundred  devastating  conquerors.  I  entered 
this  town,  and  it  too  was  decimated. 

"  'Again,  two  centuries  ago,  the  inexor- 
able hand  which  led  me  through  the  world 
brought  me  once  more  hither;  and  then,  as 
the  time  before,  the  plague,  which  the  Al- 
mighty attaches  to  my  steps,  ravaged  the  city, 
and  fell  first  upon  my  brethren,  already  worn 
out  with  labor  and  misery. 

"  'My  brethren— mine,  the  cobbler  of 
Jerusalem,  the  artizan  cursed  by  the  Lord,  who 
in  my  person  condemned  the  whole  race  of 
workmen,  ever  suffering,  ever  disinherited,  ever 
in  misery,  toiling  like  me,  without  rest  or  pause, 
without  recompense  or  hope,  young  and  old, 
all  beneath  the  same  iron  yoke — that  murder- 
ous yoke,  which  others  take  in  their  turn,  thus

Then  follows  a  fervid  prayer  that  the.  city 
may  be  saved  and  that  lie  may  find  rest.  The 
chapter  closes  with  what  is  perhaps  the  most 
impassioned  passage  in  all  literature.  We  quote; 

"O  Lord,  have  pity.  I  can  no  longer  keep 
mv  ground;  the  spectre  drags  me  down  the 
slope  of  the  hill;  my  walk  is  rapid  as  the  dead  y 
blast  that  rages  behind  me.  Already  I  behold 
the  gates  of  the  city.  Have  mercy,  Lord,  upon 
the  descendants  of  my  sister.  Spare  them.  Do 
not  make  me  their  executioner;  let  them  tri- 
umph over  their  enemies." 

"Go  on;  go  on." 

"The  ground  flies  beneath  my  feet;  there 
is  the  city'gate,  Lord;  it  is  yet  time.  O  mercy 
for  that  sleeping  town.  Let  it  not  awaken  to 
cries  of  terror,  despair  and  death.  Lord,  I  am 
on  the  threshold.  Must  it  be?  Yes,  it  is  done. 
Paris,  the  plague  is  in  thy  bosom.  The  curse, 
the  eternal  curse." 

"Go  on.    Go  on.    Go  on.' 

The  words  "Go  on"  are  supposed  to  be 
spoken  by  the  Lord. 


"THE  LJNKNOWN  GOD" 


We  are  told  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles 
that  Paul  saw  in  Athens  an  altar  "To  the  Un- 
known  God."      He   thereupon    proceeded   to 
tell  such  people,  as  assembled  to  meet  him, 
of  the  nature  of  the  Deity.    Perhaps  you  recall 
how  he  is  said  to  have  begun  his  address.    The 
version  of  the  Bible  in  general  use  represents 
him  as  saying:     "Ye  men  of  Athens,  1  per- 
ceive that  in  all  things  ye  are  too  superstiti- 
ous."   The  English  Revised  Version  translates 
the  original 'Greek  differently.  For  "too  super- 
stitious," it  says  "somewhat  religious";    the 
American    Revision     says,     "very   religious." 
Paul's  expression  is  not  to  be  taken  as  one  of 
reproach.     He  mentioned  that  he  beheld  them 
at  their  devotions,  and  saw  the  altar  referred 
to,     Then  he  said:     "Whom  therefore  ye  ig- 
,  norantly  worship,  him  declare  I  unto  you." 
He  then  went  on  to  speak  of  God  as  the  cre- 
ator and  sustainer  of  all  that  is;  to  cite  one  of 
the  Grecian  poets  as  speaking  of  the  Father- 
hood of  the  Deity  and  of  Christ  as  one    in 
whom   God  was  made  known,   closing  by  a 
reference   to    the    resurrection  as  a   proof   of 
Christ's  divinity.     The  report  of  what  he  said 
is   comprised   in   some  three  hundred   words, 
and  we  seem   to  be  fairly  safe  in   assuming 
that  he  was  not  as  brief  as  this  would  imply. 
He  made  some  converts  by  his  address,  and 
that  fact  of  itself  seems  to  prove  that  he  did 
more  than   state  a  few   simple   propositions. 
His  writings  show  him  to  have  been  a  man  of 
very  logical  mind  and  eloquent.      He  was  in 
the   very   seat   of   Grecian   learning,    and    we 
would  do  him  an  injustice  if  we  supposed  that 
he  permitted  such  an   occasion  to  pass  with- 
out fully  utilizing  it. 

Many  of  those  who  profess  Christianity  to- 
day feel  a  good  deal  of  pity  for  the  Athenians, 
who  were  content   to   worship    an    unknown 
God.     Indeed,  some  of  us  may  think  that  they 
were  very  wicked.     Paid  did,  not  suggest  that 
they  were.      On  the  contrary    he    seems    to 
have  thought  that  (hey  were  to  be  commend- 
ed and  assisted.     How  much  better  are  most 
of  us  today  in   this  respect  than   were  these 
people?     Is  God  known  to  us  any  better  than 
He  was  known  to  them?      Do  not  make  the 
mistake  of  thinking  that  because  we  have    a 
name  for  the   Deity   that   we  know   Him   any 
better  titan  those  who  had   no  name  for  Him. 
The  ancient  Hebrews  were  taughl  not  to  speak 
the  name  of   the   Deity;   the   Buddhists  never 
name    Him.      Caul   d>»es    imi    appear   to   have 
named   Him  in   the   address  referred   to.      It   is 
a  terrible  comment  upon  the.  people  id'  Chris- 
tendom  that  they  are  the  only  people  in   the 
world  who  use  their  name  for  the  Deity  fam- 
iliarly] flippantly  and   profanely.      We  profess 
to  know    more  ot  Him  than  anyone  else,  and 
vet   we  use  the  name  we  apply   to   Him  with 
a  great  deal  more  familiarity  than   we   would 
think  of  using  that  of  any  ordinary  man.     Do 
not  imagine  for  a  moment  that  we  know  God 
because  we  make  use  of  our  name  for  Him. 

In  what  respect  is  our  knowledge  of  the 
Deity  superior  to  that  of  the  Athenians,  who 
frankly  wrote  upon  their  altar  that  He  was 
unknown.  To  very  many  people  of  our  time 
Hipd  country  the  Deity  is  simply  an  exagger- 
ated man.    Thev  have  created  a  God  in  their 


meaning.  "Ask  and  ye  shall  receive;  seek 
and  ye  shall  find;  knock  and  it  shall  be  open- 
ed to  you."  It  is  in  such  words  as  these  that 
He  directs  us  how  to  reach  "the  Kingdom  of 
God."  And  note  that  this  Kingdom  is  not 
something  to  be  attained  only  in  another  life. 
It  is  something  that  we  may  enjoy  in  this  life. 
It  is  to  be  the  prime  object  of  our  lives,  for 
if  we  have  attained  it,  "all  things  will  be  add- 
ed unto  us."  If  you  have  in  mind  what  Jesus 
Himself  taught  and  read  what  Paul  said  to 
the  Athenians  in  the  light  which  those  teach- 
ings cast  upon  it,  you  will  begin  to  get  some 
idea  of  the  difference  between  a  Deity  who  is 
known  and  one  who  is  unknown.

THE  WANDERING  JEW 


Some  time  about  the  year   i860  a  story 
went  the  rounds  of  the  press  to  the  effect  that 
there  had  appeared  in  a  Belgian  village  a  very 
Old  man,  tall,  dignified  and  with  marked  Jew- 
ish features.     No  one  knew  whence  he  came 
or  whither  he  went.     He  was  spoken  to  by  sev- 
eral children  and  made  some  gentle  reply.    Ac- 
companying the  story  was  the  suggestion  that 
he  was  The  Wandering  Jew.     So  far  as  we 
know,  this  is  the  latest  alleged  appearance  of 
this  traditional  individual,   in   whose  existence 
millions  of   people   have    implicitly    believed. 
There  is  a  great  mass  of  tradition  relating  to 
him,  and  it  has  been  collected  in  one  or  two 
books.     Poets  and  dramatists  have  used  him  as 
the  hero  of  their  tales,  and  Eugene  Sue,  in  his 
monumental  novel,  "be  Juif  Errant,"  groups  to- 
gether the  wonderful  attributes  said  to  have 
been  possessed  bv  the  man,  who,  legend  says, 
Is  not  to  die  until  Christ  comes  again.       No 
well-informed  person  nowadays  thinks  that  the 
story   is   true,   but   it   is  one  around   which   in 
years  gone  by  vast  interest  has  centred. 

The  origin  of  the  tradition  is  unknown.  It 
is  thought  by  some  to  have  been  derived  from 
that  incident  related  in  the  last  Chapter  of  St. 
h.hn's  Gospel,  lesus  was  taking  leave  of  His 
disciples  and  Peter  asked  about  the  future  of 
John,  and  the  Master  replied;  "If  I  will  that 
he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  theer 
This  seems  a  very  improbable  explanation,  for 
it  is  to  be  remembered  that  John  was  "the 
disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,"  and  the  sugges- 
tion that  he  should  have  been  condemned  to 
centuries  of  wandering  would  hardly  commend 
itself  to  the  Christian  Church,  although  the 
Gospel  goes  on  to  say  that  there  went  abroad 
amone  the  discides  the  saying  that  John  should 
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Yet,  on  the  whole,  there  is  no  possession

In  every  hall  and  by  every 
carving    were    curious    groups    of    Persians, 
standing  to  gaze  at  the  mammoth  relics  of  a 
past  whych  they  have  totally  forgotten,  and 
fondly  ascribing  to  Jemschyd  and  to  Rustum 
the:  inarvels  of  the  Achaemenian  age.     Here 
are  to  be  seen  all  sorts  of  inscriptions.    There

the  Natural  History  Society  he  detailed  a  num- 
ber of  instances  in  which  fish  fry  (or  eggs)  had 
been  brought,  at  a  comparatively  small  outlay, 
from  thH>^airt^«»b»«tf  Aim  successfully 
established  in  Pacific  waters  with  surprising 
consequences.  In  the  course  of  his  paper,  much 
of  the  information  in  which  was  based  on  re- 
ports of  the  California  Pish  Commission,  the 
publications  of  the  United  States*Bureau  of  Fish- 
eries and  Dr.  Hugh  M.  Smith's  papers,  Mr.  Bab- 
cock  said  1 

"The  results  produced  by  the  introduction 
and  acclimatization  of  non-indigenous  acquatic 
food  animals  in  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
of  Northwest  America  have  been  of  such  great 
economic  and  scientific  value  as  to  have  at- 
tracted universal  attention.  No  other  efforts 
in  the  acclimatization  of  acquatic  animals  has 
been  as  far-reaching  and  successful.  Not  only 
were  the  eyes  of  the  world  opened  to  the  bene- 


fits to  be  derived  by  like  efforts  in  other  waters, 
but  attention  was  directed  as  well  to  the  benefits 
to  be  attained  by  the  propagation  of  native  food 
fishes  Por,  as  Dr.  Smith  has  pointed  out,  the 
results  furnish  an  important  basis  for  judging 
the  general  efforts  of  artificial  aids  in  fish  cul- 
ture in  maintaining  and  increasing  in  our  waters 
the  abundance  of  native  species. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  paper  to  briefly  re- 
view a  few  of  the  most  important  experiments 
in  the  transfer  of  food  and  game  fishes  from 
the  waters  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  to  the  waters  . 
of  the  Northwest  Coast  of  North  America,  and 
to  show  some  of  the  results  attained  as  well  as 
to  call  attention  to  work  along  similar  lines 
Which  may  yet  be  performed  and  which  may 
well  have  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  au- 
thorities. 

To  the  organizer  and  the  first  president  of 
tne  California  Fish  Commission,  Mr.  B.  B.  Red- 
ding,  of  San  Francisco,  is  due  the  credit  of 
originating  the  idea  of  transferring  the  shad 
and  striped  bass  from  the  waters  Of  the  Atlantic 
Coast  of  North  America  tq  the  waters  of  Gall-  •' 
fornia.  it  was  one  of<fhe  most  valuable  eco- 
nomic suggestions  ever  made,  immediately 
following  the  completion  of  the  Central  and 
Union  Pacific  railroads^-the  first  transccftiuV 
nental  road—Mr.  #eddjng  advanced  the  idea 
that  those  two  valuable  non-indigenous  fishes 
should  be  brought  from  the  East  and  placed  in 
the  Sacramento  River,  in  California.  Through 
his  efforts  the  work  was  accomplished*  He 
first  presented  the  suggestion  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  California  in  1870,  asked  for.  the  crea- 
tion of  a  State  Fish  Commission  andean  appro- 
priation. His  request  was  granted,  and  he  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  organization  ahd;JP,r^,- 
ducted  the  Work  for  a' rro'rrtfeer  of  years  With- 
out personal  remuneration;  It  is  to-be  regret- 
ted that  he  did  not  live  to  see  the  far-reaching 
resuitstof this  efforts,  ,  He,!#e.w.  at  .^fMij^ 
his  death  that  adult  specimens  of  both  shad  gmd 
striped  bass  had  been  taken,  but  he  died  be- 
fore it  was  demonstrated  that  the  abundance  of 
shad  in  both  the  Sacramento  and  Columbia 
Rivers  was  greatly  in  excess  of  the  market  de- 
mands, and  rivaled  the  production  of  Eastern 
waters.  Throughout  the  work  which  he  under- 
took he  was  ably  assisted  by  Livingston  Stone 
and  Seth  Green,  the  first  two  men  to  practice 
fish  culture  in  America.  They  were  young  and 
i  limited  experience,  and  comparatively  un- 
known. They  lived,  however,  to  perform  such 
work  as  to  place  them  in  the  foremost  rank  of 
fish-culturists  in  the  world. 

For  fully  thirty  years  the  activities  inspired 
by  Mr.  Redding  actuated  the  California  Fish 
Commission.  During  the  first  ten  years  of  its 
existence  it  brought  to  this  Coast  every  one 
of  the  Eastern  fish  which  have  been  successfully 
introduced,  as  well  as  many  species  which  have 
not  yet  been  established.  Throughout  the  early 
efforts  the  California  Fish  Commission  was  ren- 
dered valuable  service  by  the  United  States  Fish 
Commission.  The  Success  attending  the  work 
in  California  at  once  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  world,  and  inspired  efforts  which  re- 
sulted in  stocking  the  waters  of  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  with  salmon  and  trout  from  Eu- 
rope and  North  America,  and  the  introduction 
of  trout  from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  the  streams 
of  Europe  and  South  America. 

In  all  the  California  and  the  United  States 

Fish  Commissions  brought  to  the  Pacific  Coast 

thirty-One    varieties    of    non-indigenous    fishes 

and  the  lobster  and  the  Eastern  oyster  and  the 

oft-shell  clam. 

Of  these  (he  greatest  success  was  attained 
with  the  shad,  Striped  bass,  the  black  basses, 
Eastern  brook  trout,  European  trouts,  catfishes, 
i.irp.  Eastern  oysters  and  rbuns;  all  of  which 
are  to  be  found  in  more  or  less  abundance  in 
nianv  waters  upon  the  North  Pacific  Coast 
The  shad  and  the  striped  bass  are  two  of  the 
most  valuable  food  fishes  of  the  Atlantic  Coast. 
The  striped  bass  is  and  always  has  been  one  of 
the  highest-priced  fiish  offered  in  Eastern  fish 
markets. 

THE   INTRODUCTION  OF  SHAD 

(Alosa  Sapidissima) 

On  June  20,  1871,  acting  for  the  California 

Commission,    Mr.   Seth  Green   left   Roches^ 

N.  Y.,  for  California,  with  l.S.ooG  one-day-old 

shad,  hatched  by  him  from  eggs  of  adult  shad 


taken  from  the  Hudson  River.  He  carried  the 
fry  in  fresh  water  contained  in  eight  and  twel 
gallon  milk  cans,  and  traveled  in  the  bag. 
cars  of  connecting  trains.  The  weather  was 
exceedingly  warm,  and  he  had  great  difficulty 
in  keeping  the  water  below  a  temperature  of 
80  degrees  Fahr.  He  changed  the  water  on 
every  available  occasion.  No  previous  effort 
had  been  made  to  carry  young  fish  any  consid- 
erable distance.  He  was  the  pioneer  in  this 
work.  The  only  factor  in  this  case  which  gave 
promise  of  aid  to  his  effort  is  the  fact  that  young 
shad  can  survive  in  water  of  a  temperature  of 
80  degrees.  J^r.  Green's  detailed  account  of 
his  trip  is  to  be  found  in  an  early  report  of  the 
California  Fish  Commission.  It  is  most  graphic 
and  of  exceeding  interest  to  those  who  have 
transported  live  fish.  We  who  have  under  most 
favorable  conditions  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
modern  and  fully  equipped  fish-distributing 
cars  undertaken  less  extended  journeys  and 
with  larger  and  hardier  fry,  read  his  report 
with  exceeding  and  unusual  interest,  and  marvel 
at  his  success. 

Mr.  Green  reached  the  Sacramento  Riv.er 
on  June  27,  1871,  having  been  seven, days  on 
the  way  with  IOjOOO  of  the  15,000  fry  which 


tre  at  <mce  liberated  in  the  Sacramento  in 
the  vicinity  ot  the  town  "i  Tehama.  Upon 
liberating   hi    immigrants;   lie  wrote: 

"The  conditions  in  the  Sacramento  are  ap- 
parently satisfactory.  The  fish  should  do  well, 
if  they  do  not,  more  must  be  brought  out,  for 
any  number  can  be  brought  to  California  by 
making  proper  preparations." 

Without  awaiting  for  a  demonstration  of 
the  success  of  the  first  experiment,  the  Com- 
mission brought  out  a  second  shipment  in  1873, 
in  charge  Of  Livingston  Stone. 

Following  conferences  with  Mr,  Green,  Mr. 
Stone  fitted  up  a  baggage  car  with  tanks, 
pumps,  Ice-boxes,  etc.,  in  which  to  bring  out 
this  second  lot,  which  he  termed  "an  aquarium 
car,"  the  original  fish-shipping  car.  That  car 
was  wrecked  near  Omaha  and  the  fish  lost. 
Acting  upon  Mr.  Redding's  instructions,  he. at 
once  returned  to  the  East  and  fitted  out  another 
car  and  made  the  journey  successfully. 

Between  1876  and  1880,  574,000  shad 
fry  were  brought  from  the  East  and  liberated 
in  the  Sacramento  and  San  Jjauquin  Rivers,  in 
California.  In  all  a  total  of  619,000  shad  fry 
were  brought  to  California.  Since  1880  no 
further  shipments  have  heen  made,   and   no 


nually,  it  will  be  noted  that  at  the  minimum 
spawning  average,  the  product  of  thirteen  fe- 
males would  produce  all  the  fry -brought  to  this 
Coa  I 

Following  the  liberation  of  the  first  shad, 
the  California  Legislature  passed  an  act  pro- 
hibiting the  catching  of  shad  prior  to  1877,  so 
that  no  systematic  effort  to  take  shad  was  made 
previous  to  that  year.  However,  as  early  as 
April  of  1873  fishermen  using  nets  for  the 
catching  of  other  fish  forwarded- to  the  Com- 
mission a  male  shad  seventeen  inches  in  length 
and  weighing  three  pounds.  This  fish  was  one 
"brought  overland  by  Mr.  Green,  and  in  conse- 
quence was  known  to  be  one  year,  nine  months 
and  twenty  days  old.  The  fish  was  presented 
to  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  and  was 
destroyed  with  the  balance  of  their  collection 
in  the  great  fire  of  1906.  Two  other  speci- 
mens of  shad  were  reported  that  year;  both 
males  and  slightly  smaller  than  the  first. 

In  1874  and  1875  the  catching  of  sixteen 
large  shad  was  reported.  In  1 876-1 877  several 
thousand  shad  were  sold  in  the  San  Francisco 
market,  these  fish  having  been  taken  at  points 
on  the  coast  separated  by  more  than  400  miles. 

This  demonstrated  that  the  first'  shipment 
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As  early  as  1883  the  California  Commis- 
sion officially  reported  that  ''the  increase  was 
marvelous  and  the  supply  almost  unlimited.  In 
1886 — tifteen  years  after  the  first  planting — 
the  California  Commission  estimated  the  num- 
ber of  shad  sold  in  that  state  at  one  million. 
Since  that  time  the  shad  has  been  one  of  the 
most  abundant  and  cheapest  fishes  in  California 
waters. 

As  early  as  1 882— eleven  years  after  the 
.^Lj^iS^li .were  caughJtaJkafcJhe  West 
Coast  of  Washington  and  the  Puget^Sound. 
Five  shad  were  caught  in  Esquimau  harbor  in 
1885.  We  find  the  first  record  of  their  cap- 
ture in  the  Fraser  in  1891. 

Since  shad  were  caught  in  Puget  Sound  as 
early  as  1882,  it  would  appear  that  they  must 
have  entered  the  Fraser  earlier  than  reported, 
but  1  can  find  no  earlier  record. 

In  1891—  twenty  years  after  Green  made 
the  first  plant  in  California — shad  were  caught 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Stikine  River,  in  South- 
eastern Alaska. 

Shad  have  been  taken  as  far  south  as  the 
Mexican  line.  They  now  range  from  that  line 
over  two  thousand  miles  north. 

Shad  have  not  yet  been  reported  on  the 
Astatic  eoast,  but  it  is  not  at  all  unreasonable  to

assault,  and  come  through  the  streets  with  a 
general  slaughter  and  an  orgy  of  blood  ami 
loot.  They  could  not  go  to  bed  011  any  night 
without  the  possibility  of  being  awakened  by 
the  shouts  of  the  Bulgarian-,,  by  shots  in  the 
streets,  and  by  the  clash  ol  cold  steel.

those  bursting  clouds.  Perhaps  il  they  had 
been  as  innocent  as  fireworks  the  sight  of 
them  would  soon  have  become  tedious.  But 
our  imagination  was  set  at  work.  One  real- 
ises the  deadly  effect  of  those  high-bursting 
sheels,  One  knows  the  terror  that  falls  with 
them.  But  Bulgarians  seemed  to  get  the  dis- 
tance better  than  the  Turks,  whose  shells  in 
many  cases  burst  short. 

"I  have  seen  criticisms  of  the  Bulgarian 
artillery.  It  has  been  alleged  by  at  least  one 
critic  who  can  speak  as  an  eye-witness  that 
the  guns  were  badly  served,  and  that  the  gun- 
nery was  not  at  all  good.  It  is  his  opinion 
that  there  was  no  real  superiority  on  the  Bul- 
garian side  over  the  Turkish  guns,  and  that 
it  was  luck  and  the'  recklessness  of  life  and 
the  irresistible  nature  of  the  infantry  attacks 
which  enabled  the  Bulgarians  to  achieve  their 
success.

THE  DIFFICULTIES  OF  THE  CORRE-

"As  my  companion  and  1  were  short  of 
food  and  darkness  was  coming  on,  we  de- 
cided to  turn,  especially  as  the  fight  could  not 
last  until  the  next  morning.

expect  them  to  reach  and  establish  themselves 
there. 

Both  the  Columbia  and  the  Sacramento 
for  the  last  twenty  years  have  produceoT  more 
shad  than  can  be  marketed,  at  prices  100  per 
cent  lower  than  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  Experts 
have  pronounced  the  shad  of  this  Coast  to  be  as 
finely  flavored  as  those  of  the  Atlantic.     , 

While  the  periodic  movement  of  shad  from 
the  Atlantic  to  its  fresh  water  tributaries  is  one 
of  its  most  characteristic  and  well-known 
habits,  such  a  pronounced  movement  is  not 
manifest  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  They  are  of- 
fered in  the  San  Prartcisco  markets  almost  every 
month  in  the  yean  they  are  to  be  found  in 
Eastern  markets  only  three  months  in  the  year. 
ItlMtt,  fihlfl  taken  on  the  Pacific  Coast  are 
averagely  larger  than  those  taken  on  the  At- 
lantic Coast.  The  average  weight  for  the  Co- 
lumbia and  Sacramento  is  four  pounds.  Dur- 
ing the  periods  of  greatest  abundance  the  aver- 
age may  run  to  six  and  seven  pounds.  Shad 
weighing  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  pounds  have 
often  been  noted;  and  there  is  one  record  of  a 
shad  taken  from  the  Sacramento  weighing  four- 
teen pounds. 

In  concluding  these  notes  oh  the  shad,  per- 
mit me  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  fact 
that  these  fish  are  now  taken  in  great  abun- 
dance from  waters  which  have  to  a  consider- 
able extent  been  depleted  of  native  fishes.

Macedonian,  as  they  truly  said.  I  had  no  such 
great  opinion  of  those  Greeks  of  yours,  ex- 
cept in  the  kingdom  of  art.  They  made  for 
themselves  a  refined  and  wonderful  society, 
living  in  leisure  and  tended  by  slaves.  The 
Greek  intellectual  regarded  his  hewer  of  wood 
and  drawer  of  water  as  a  slave  by  nature, 
whose  sole  duty  was  to  subserve  his  higher 
needs.  But  that  is  a  game  which  can  be 
played  in  a  different  way.  1  was  a  conqueror, 
not  an  intellectual,  and  1  made  the  arts  my 
slave.  Athens  and  Corinth  set  the  fashion  for 
us,  both  in  philosophy  and  smart "  clothes. 
Actors  and  artists,  tailors  and  cooks,  for  such 
I  owed  the  Greeks  much,  and  they  never  for- 
got to  send  me  the  bill.  But  what  of  that? 
Englishmen  are  enthusiasts  for  German  music, 
and  Germans  have  succeeded  in  explaining 
Shakespeare  to  Englishmen,  but  has  that  made 
you  love  each  other  more?  You  are  now  on 
affectionate  terms  with  France,  but  for  many 
years  it  was  not  so,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
Englishwomen  went  to  Paris  for  their  frocks 
and  Frenchmen  kept  their  tailors  in  London. 
These  things  do  not  rule  the  world.  There 
comes  a  storm,  or  there  comes  a  man.  It  is 
men  who  make  history." 

"What  made  you  a  conquerer?" 

"Just  taste.  1  wanted  to  see  the  world, 
more  especially  the  East,  and  that  was  my 
way  of  doing  the  grand  tour,  after  Aristotle 
had  given  me  a  university  education.  Issus 
and  Arbela  were  to  me  no  more  than  a  col- 
umn article  to  you;  a  means  of  livelihood 
and  a  fulfilment  of  my  profession.  Had  I  not 
caught  cold  after  that  battle — "

&>qn  a  little  flat  bottomed  motor  boat 
came  crack-cracking  around  the  bend  upstream 
and  our  guide,  a  little,  sun-baked  Florida 
cracker,  arrived  just  in  time  for  hominy  grits 
and  bacon. 

After  lunch  we  hiked  off  on  a  short  tramp 
into  the  flat  woods  in  the  hopes  of  annexing 
a  bird  or  two  for  dinner. 

Ever  slosh  through  the  flat  woods  in 
early  Spring?  Well,  if  you  get  tired  of  fight- 
ing the  high  cost  of  living  and  want  to  lose 
yourself  for  keeps,  just  walk  two  miles  into 
the  flat  woods  and  then  try  to  find  your  way 

out. 

Why,  the  middle  of  the  ocean  is  like  the 


heart  of  a  city,  with  sign  boards  on  every 
corner,  compared  to  this.  It  is  the  ideal  place 
for  the  study  of  monotony  in  all  its  branches. 
It  is  so  level  it  would  make  a  ballroom  floor 
look  like  a  bump-the-bumps. 

The  map  makers  chart  a  certain  section 
as  water,  but  when  they  return  they  find  it  is 
dry  land.  By  the  time  they  correct  their  er- 
ror the  place  is  flooded  again. 

An  inch  of  rain  will  convert  a  plain  into 
an  endless  lake,  and  the  broiling;  sun  will  dry 
it  up  next  day,  A  very  light  portable  motor 
canoe  would  fee  a  great  boon  to  hunters  in 
this  section,  provided  its  draft  was  riot  over 
half  an  inch. 

How  our  cracker  guide 'could  find  his  way 
about  this  boundless,  tree-dotted  prairie  will 
go  down  in  history  among  such  other  mys- 
teries as,  ''Why  is  a  mouse  that  spins? "  and 
"How  old  is  Ann>" 

Once  the  topmast  of  our  boat  was  out  of 
sight  not  another  of  us  had  the  slightest  idea 
in  what  direction  it  was.  There  were  no  trails 
save  those  made  by  wild  hogs  and  deer.  There 
were  no  landmarks  that  were  not  duplicated 
a  thousand  times.  There  was  no  information 
bureau  in  sight— rhot  even  a  postcard  shop! 
We  we're  out  for  any  kind  of  game—quail, 
jack-snipe,  wood  duckv  whooping  cranes,  tur- 
key or  wild  hog,  but  what  we  hoped  for  most 
was  one  good  crack  at  a  deer.

As  we  hiked  along,  sometimes  over  dry 
land,  but  most  of  the  time  sousing  through 
the  sloughs  in  our  sneaker  shoes,  the  two 
Gordon  setters,  Noble  and  Nick,  ranged 
through  the  grass  and  the, clumps  of  saw-pal- 
metto, stopping  to  jnye$&ate.;any  scent  that 
listened  like  a  bird.     •,.'■• 

Nick  was  young  and  did  «iost  of  the  ad- 
vance-agent work*  and  when  he  showed  signs 
of  interest  N oble  would  amble  up  and  deter- 
mine in  one  whiff  if  we  were  to  unlimbeih  the 
artillery. 

Like  most  young  and  inexperienced  dogs, 
Nick  made  the  fatal  mistake  of  thinking  scent 
to  be  a  matter  of  quantity  instead  of  quality. 
Hence,  he  soon  met  up  with  a  trail  that  for 
quantity  put  it  over  anything  he  h;ul  imag- 
ined in  his  wildest  dreams.  He  followed  it  to - 
atS-SQurce,  and  shook  the  eternal  daylights  out

For  eight  days  we  feasted 
quail,  gorged  on  quail.  We  ate  quail  toasied 
and  roasted,  fried  and  frizzled,  poacjied  quail,

Anyohe  who  has  been  after  Waller's  ga- 
zelt|  (orgerenukr^he  is  called  by  the  Som- 
alia) wftV  I  ttilnk,  be  prepared  to  admit  ttiat 
he  is  a  very  wily  fellow.  His  long  giraffe-like 
neck  and  the  type  of  country  he  is  fouad  in 
give  him  a  distinct  pull  over  the  shikari,  In 
addition  to  which  he  is  most  carefully  guarded 
by  the  lynx-eyed  ladies  of  his  harem.  Gere- 
nuk  inhabit  undulating  and  generally  fairly 
open  bush  country,  and  are  particularly  fond 
of  the  thorny  acacia  bushes,  on  which  they 
browse.  They  are  most  difficult  to  see  when 
they  are  standing  still,  and  their  long  neck 
gives.them  the  advantage  of  being  able  -to 
stanrOtehind  a  low  bush  with  only  their  head 


again.  It  was  now  nearly  nine  o'clock,  so  we 
decided  to  call  a  halt  for  some  hours  to  enable 
the  camels  to  graze  and  ourselves  to  refresh 
the  inner  man.  We  rested  till  two  o'clock, 
during  which  time  I  smoked  my  pipe,  and 
pondered  on  the  wiles  of  my  friend  the  gere- 
nuk,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  1  was 
acquiring  a  respect  for  him.  1  may  say  that 
this  feeling  of  respect  was  a  good  deal  ln- 
-^iased  by  the  end  of  the  da|f| 

•  jn  talking  over  plans  for  the  afternoon, 
Abdi  told  me  he  knew  of  excellent  gerenuk 
country  a  few  miles  away,  so  we  saddled  up 
and  moved  in  that  direction.  We  soon  struck 
another  dry  rlvef  bed,  which  we  followed  tip 
and  came  into  what  appeared  excellent  court* 
try;  acacia  trees  and  bushes  abounded,  and 
tracks  of  gerenuk  were  numerous,  some  of 
the  smaller  bushes  having  a  circle  round  them 
quite  ploughed  up  by  their  tramplings.  In  a 
short  time  we  put  up  another  herd  of  five. 
I  just  caught  sight  of  the  buck  as  they  made 
off,  but  my  men  who  saw  him  distinctly, 
said  he  carried  a  splendid  head.  We  tried  to 
follow  them  up,    but    other   tracks   were   so 


plentiful  that   we  soon  lost  the  spoor, 
little  further  on  a  buck  and  one  doe  jumped 
up  from  under  a  tree,  and  I  had  a  snap  shot 
at  him  as  h*  galloped  off  ^hut-it  jwas.  a  miss. — 
as  he  was  some  distance  off.    At  three  o'clock 
we  halted  and  made  ourselves  some  tea  with 
my  little  Siram  stove,  which  was^  very  refresh- 
ing, and  then  commenced  working  slowly  to- 
wards home.     For  some  time  we  saw  nothing 
except  some  Soemmerings  and  dik-dik,  but  at 
last  saw  three  gerenuk  feeding  in  a  little  clear- 
ing about  400  yards  away;  they  had  not  seen 
us,  and  tne  buck  was  nibbling  at  an  acacia 
bush.    My  previous  experience  had  taught  me 
that  it  was  hot  much  use  trying  to  get  a  near 
shot,  but  as  the  ground  was  favorable  and  the 
hfrri  quite  unsuspicious  (as  I  thought)  of  pur 
presence, ;■.  I  decided  to  try  and   crawl   a   bit 
CAoser;     I  had  gone  about  twenty  yards  when 
L  suddenly  spotted  a  wretched  doe  looking  at 
ijie  from  behind  a  bush  some  distance  away 
on  my  left.     I  had  not  seen  her  at  first,  as 
she  was  some  distance  away  from  the  herd. 
' I  lay  as  still  as  I  could,  watching  her  out  of 
the  corner  of-  my  eye,  and  hoping  fervently 
she  would  not  alarm  the  others.    After  a  few 
minutes  she  walked  over  to  join  the  rest  of 
therherd,  sov?  knowing  it  was  all  up,  I  raised 
myself  on  my  elbows  to  lake  a  long  shot  at 
the  buck;  but,  as  juck  would  have  it,  he  had 
fed  round  to  the  far  side  of  the  bush.       My 
slight  movement  was  too  much  for  the  already 
suspicious  doe,  and  off  she  went,  taking  the 
Whole  lot  away  with  her  over  a  rise.     1  then 
did  a  heartbreaking  sprint  over  heavy  sand  to 
try  to  get  a  shot  at  them  as.liiey  crossed  tne 
river  bed  (for  which  they  were  making)  but  it 
W|ts  in  vain.  May  down  to  recover  my  breath 
and  wait  for  the  camels  to   come  up,    and 
whilst   there   saw   a  movement    in   the   bush 
about  fifty  yards  away,  and  presently  one  and 
then  four  other  splendid  great  bustards  stalk- 
ed past  me.     Fine  fellows  they  iooked,   with 
the  evening    sun    shining    on    their  plumage. 
Then  the  camels  came  uo;  and  after  a  long 
pull   at   the  water  chagul  we  mounted    and 
jogged  off  to  Bulhar.     It  is  such  days  as  these 
which  gladden  the  heart  of  the  shikari  in   a 
strange  land  and  help  to  reconcile  him  for  ex- 
ile.    So  far  the  gerenuk  has  had   the  laugh 
at   me,    but  soon    1    intend    visiting   that    spot 
again,  and  he  "laughs  best  who  laughs  last."

"Where?" 

"Right  in  our  midst!"  replied  the  captain. 

"Don't  see  anything  but  a  ferry  barge  on 
one  side  of  the  river  and  an  orange  grove  on 
t'other." 

"Well,  this  is  Spruce  Bluff.  Here's  where 
we  drop  the  mud  hook,  and  this  is  to  be  your 
happy  home  for  several  days." 

Nevertheless,  it  was  a  picturesque  spot, 
awayback  in  the  heart  of  the  Florida  wilds. 
['he  narrow  channels  of  the  upper  St.  Lucie 
River  were  fringed  with  a  jungle  growth  of 
cabbage  palms,  live  oaks,  gumbo  limbos,  cling- 
ing vines  and  bewhiskered  with  gray  Spanish 
moss. 

Every  mile  or  so  in  our  cruise  up  the  river 
the  auxiliary  motor  boat  Albatross  had  passed 
a  clearing  where  some  hardy  pioneer  had 
planted  an  orange  or  grapefruit  grove  or  a 
pineapple  patch.  All  about  was  jungle  and 
winding  channels  and  flat  woods. 

The  very  life  of  all  these  plantations  de- 
pends on  the  motor  boat.

The  State  of  Florida  was  invented  so  that 
the  Motor  Boat  Bug  can  go  and  come  when- 
ever he  pleases,  and  romp  all  over  without 
fear  of  running  out  oi  water,  lie  can  cruise, 
hunt,  fish,  race  or  explore  the  wilds  without 
once  stepping  off  the  decks  of  his  own  boat. 

He  can  navigate  the  great  rivers  tor  miles 
and  miles  in  houseboat  or  cruiser,  then  gel 
into  his  motor  boat  tender  and  penetrate 
deeper  and  deeper,  finally  anchoring  the  ten- 
der and  continuing  his  explorations  in  a  canoe. 
In  this  comfortable  manner  are  reached  some

tions.  The  writers  of  toe  otters  mclude 
names  among  the  most  famous"  in  a  period 
crucial  in  the  history  both  of  Europe  and  of 
England.  Most  of  the  documents  now  print- 
ed had  hitherto  either  not  been  published,  or 
published  only  for  a  limited  circulation.  The 
correspondence  testifies  to  the  close  friend- 
ship and  mutual  admiration  between  Wind- 
ham and  Edmund  'Burke.  He  was  also,  as  it 
appears,  a  friend  of  Dr.  Johnson,  and  won  the 
liking  of  George  111.  It  may  be  taken  for 
granted,  then,  that  in  this  great  mass  of  un- 
buried  records  of  a  past  age,  there  will  be 
much  that  is  fresh  and  important.  And  yet 
it  is  doubtful  whether  any  or  all  of  the  other 


book  is  designed  to  tell  Windham's  Life  by 
his  letters,  and  it  to  letters  were  added  diaries, 
and  td  both  the  arts  of  select  inn,  condensation 
and  connection,  no  doubt,  such  an  aim  might 
have  been  achieved.  Bui  the  extracts  from 
the  diaries  are  very  few,  and  -the  editor's  notes, 
which  might  have  filled  the  many  hiatus  be- 
tween letters,  are  very  scanty  and  inadequate. 
The  letters  are,  of  course,  allusive  to,  rather 
i  *IL«  PiX??Z  than  explanatory  of,  events  of  the  time,  and 
although  the  editor  supplies  a  chronological 
table  m jfoe^prmcipal  happening*  in  thij  years 
concerned  It  is  no  compensation  fdn  an  insuf-  ■ 
ficiency"  of  editorial  '  "dovetailing, "  without 
which, ab^ography  In  letters  becomes  impos- 
sible. -  Footnotes,  it  is  true,  frequently  refer 
the  reader  to  the  further  ilturaination  con- 
tained in  -^Add.  MSS.,"  but  that  direction  (to 
the  British,  Museum)  tantalizes  without  satis- 
fying curiosity.  :

700  udd  pages  can  be  compared  in  value,  bio. 
graphical,  historical,  or  other,  with  the  first 
twenty-one  pages  of  introduction,  written  by 
the  Earl  of  Rosebery.  That  introduction  gives 
us  a  character  study  of  William  Windham,  a 
study  based  on  far  more  intimate  and  essen- 
tial knowledge  of  its  subject  than* these  papers 
furnish.  They  may,  to  a  large  extent,  be  de- 
scribed as  State  papers,  revealing  policies, 
opinions,  theories,  criticisms  in  respect  of  Gov- 
ernment and  war.  Rarely  do  they  offer  the 
deeper  human  interest  of  frank  self-revelation 
such  as  Windham's  diary,  to  which  Lord 
Rosebery  makes  refereoce,  Is  said  to  contain. 
As  a  record  of  external  affairs,  on  the  other 
hand,  they  are  only  too  lavish. 

THE  ART  OF  SELECTION 
It  is  a  fallacy  to  suppose  that  mankind  de- 
sires to  know  every  wofd  that  a  great  man  ut- 
tered. Such  an  appetite  exists,  but  only  be- 
cause it  remains  unsated,  Yet  the  fallacy  ap- 
pears to  underlie  this  collection,  one  might 
utmost  say  museum,  of  heteorogeneous  papers, 
the  reputation  neither  of  Windham,  nor  of 
the  others,  far  more  famous,  to  whom*  these 
documents  relate,  can  persuade  us  that  all  or 
even  the  bulk  of  them  were  worthy  of  resur- 
rection. As  material  for  that .a  full  biography 
of  Windham,  which,  the  editor  observes,  has 
never  yet  been  composed,  the  <jook  is  un* 
doubtedly  valuable,  for  one  must  suppose  that 
it  represents  the  cream  of  the  ninety-four 
volumes  of  Windham  papers  reposing  in  the 
British  Museum.  Even  so,  there  remains  for 
the  reader  the  task  of  a  further  winnowing  of 
wheat  from  chaff,  and  the  necessity  of  ar- 
duous discrimination  between  the  living  and 

the  dead.

According  to  the  native 
custom,  he  must  serve  her  people  for  some 
considerable  time-^usually  two  or  three  years 
— before  he  can  claim  her.  His  work  mostly 
consists  in  helping  to  clear  the  bush  for  the 
next  season's  farms,  but  other  services  may  be 
required  of  him. 

During  this  time  lie  is  expected  to  make 
presents  to  the  relatives  of  his  future  wife,  the 
value  of  which  varies  according  to  his  means. 
A  very  usual  list  of  gifts  to  father  and  mother 
or  guardian  consists  of  a  demijohn  of  palm 
nil,  a  head  of  plaintaius,  a  piece  of  dried  meat, 
iwo  bottles  of  rum  and  two  or  more  heads  of 
tobacco. 

The  woman  who  is  being  wooed  is  often 
very  exacting  in  the  gifts  demanded  from  her 
future  husband;  Here  is  the  usual  dowry  re- 
quired. Five  silk  handkerchiefs,  two  pieces  of 
cloth,  one  bead  necklace,  a  tin  plate,  a  spoon, 
a  looking  glass,  a  razor,  a  comb,  a  pair  of  scis- 
.,u  .,  a  piece  ot  black  cloth,  a  piece  of  white 
cloth,  five  balls  of  string,  an  earthenware  plate- 
and  a  knife. 

If  the  suitor  docs  not  make  the  gifts  exr 
pected  of  him.  the  parents  refuse  to  provide 
the  daughter  with  a  good  "I  ittihg  house."  a 
place  where  she  can  remain  in  idleness  and  fat- 
ten up  for  the  marriage.  ( iirls  who  do  not 
have,  a  good  fatting  house  are  looked  d 
upon  by  their  companions,  and  a  man  who 
marries  a  Skinny  maid  is  worse  than  disgraced. 

After  these  exaction-,  the  husband  is  not 
at  all  sure  that  his  wife  will  keep  iicr  side  ot 
the  bargain.  She  may  divorce  him  for  little 
or  no  reason.  One  man,  who  had  worked  tor 
his  wife's  people  for  four  years,  and  stinted 
himself  to  make  them  the  presents  demanded, 
was  divorced  by  his  wife  three  weeks  later  be- 
cause he  was  indiscreet  enough  to  cat  up  all 
the  pork  in  the  house.     It  was  also  claimed 


that  he  had  eaten  up  some  fish  she  had  pre- 
pared, but  this  he  denied.  ■'>.'. 

If  a  woman  wishes  to  free  herself  with- 
out the  consent  of  her  hushand,  she  rakes  out 
the  fire  and  pours  water  on  the  embers  till  they 
die  out.  She  then  cuts  her  hair  and  covers 
herself  with  white  paint.  These  simple  cere- 
monies' completed  she  is  free  to  marry  whom 


she  pleases.  If  both  parties  agree  to  the  di« 
vorce,  the  proceeding  is  even  simpler.  The 
severing  of  the  marriage  bonds  is  indicated  by 
the  wife  covering  her  hands  with  white  chalk. 

Divorced  wives  may  marry  again,  but 
widows  must  not  listen  to  the  proposal  of  any 
man  until  the  mourning  for  the  departed  i? 
over. 

Among  these  people — as  -if  the  cup  of 
downtrodden  man  was  not  near  enough  to 
overflowing — a  husband  must  support  his 
mother-in-law  if  she  becomes  a  widow.  In 
case  of  divorce,  the  wife  has  the  first  ciaim 
on  the  children,  because  she  has  risked  her  life 
for  them. 

The  chief   wife  is  regarded  as  the  head  of 

the  household.     It  is  she  who  selects  the  home, 

and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  husband  to  follow 

wherever  his  chief  wife  may  lead. — New  York

PASSING  OF  THE  HORSE 


A  Paris  cable  says:  To  mark  the  disap- 
pearance of   the  horse-drawn   omnibus    from 

Paris  the  funeral  of  the  last  of  the  species  to 
run  regularly  in  the  city  was  observed  on 
January  12  with  much  mock  solemnity  and 
more  merrymaking.  I!  was  at  first  intended 
thai  the  last  rites  should  be  paid  at  midnight 
but  the  time  was  altered,  and  the  event  took 
place  at  noon.  The  vehicle  was  the  last  0l 
the  line  running  between  the  famous  Church 
of  St.  Sulpicc  and  I. a  Yil'.ette.  in  the  extreme 
north  of  the  city. 

The  omnibus  chosen  tor  the  occasion  was 
of  the  old  two-decker  kind,  topped  by  a  knife- 
board,  a  pattern  which  disappeared  from  the 
streets  of  London  many  years  ago.  By  mid- 
day an  immense  crowd  had  assembled  at  the 


P#ce  Saint  Sulpice  to  witness  the  proceed- 
ings, ifchjch  beg*n  by  .the  seizing  of  every 
available  seat  in  or  on  the  omrtibus  by  a 
group  of  excited  students.     Funeral  wraths 

were  hung  from  every  part  of  the  omnibus, 
while  for  variety  one  student  displayed  a 
petrol  car  and  another  a  nosebag. 

Immediately  behind  the  vehicle,  and  act- 
ing as  chief  mourner,  was  a  large  motor  car 
covered  completely  with  a  huge  black  pall, 
plentifully  besprinkled  with  large  silver  tears, 
while  the-engine  thumped  and  groaned  in  its 
mechanical  grief.

The  box  office'  of  the  Savoy  Theatre  has, 
borne  testimony  to  the  wisdom  of  the  man- 
agement in  making  it  optional  on  the  part  of 
the  audience  to  wear  evening  dress.  It  seems 
possible  that  before  many  more  seasons  are 
over  the  stalls  and  dress  circle  will  be  peopled 
with  men  wearing  lounge  suits. 

"Yes,  the  innovation  has  benefited  us," 
said  the  manager  Of  the  Savuy  to  a  represen*- 
tative.  "I  should  not  say  that  it  has  had  an 
enormous  effect,  but  if  has  had  a  considerable 
effect.  *  Our  idea  is  to  leave  it  to  the  public 
to  dress  as  they  wish.  Business  men  for  the 
sake  of  convention  used  to  put  themselves  to 
great  inconvenience  in  order  to  attend  theatres 
in  evening  dress.  They  had  the  trouble  of 
taking  their  dress  suits  to  business,  dressing  in 
their  office,  bringing  the+r^ags  to  the  cloak- 
room, and  taking  them  home  again.  It  was 
against  the  business  man's  will,  but  he  did  it. 
Now  that  men  know  they  can  come  here  in 
ordinary  clothes  they  do  so.  But  it  is  ques- 
tionable if  any  theatre  manager  would  turn 
away  people  who  wanted  good  seats  simply 
because  they  did  not  wear  evening  clothes,  at 
least,  there  are  not  many  who  would  do  so." 

It  was  admitted  Jby,  several  other  managers 
that  though  they  Mould  not  refuse  to  grant 
seats  to  people  not  in  evening  dress,  the  habit 
of  appearing  in  that  costume  was  a  rule  of 
itself.  "The  large  number  of  Americans  who 
come  to  London  every  year  have  done  more 
than  any  other  section  of  London's  inhabitants 
to  abolish  evening  dress."  said  one  manager. 
"In  the  United  Slates  people  object  to  dress- 
ing to  go  to  the  theatre,  and  men  especially 
arc  seldom  >ecn  in  that  costume  unless  they 
have  just  come  from  a  dinner  party  or 
>ome  such  function.  Consequently,  when 
Americans  come  here  they  arc  inclined  to  ob- 
ject to  the  idea  of  dressing  for  the  theatre. 
No;  long  ago  I  heard  of  a  New  York  man 
who  was  staying  for  some  weeks  in  London, 
and.  when  he  wa->  told  that  he  had  to  get  an 
evening  suit  before  he  went  to  a  certain  the- 
atre he  bought  one.  But  he  did  not  feel  com- 
fortable in  the  suit,  and  ssnt  a  note  to  the 
manager  saying  that  he  wanted  to  lee  the 


ivtiich  compelled  people  to  so  dress.  He  was 
told  that  no  such  rule  was  framed,  it  was 
merely  custom,  whereupon  he  disposed  of  the 
suit  and  violated  custom  by  appearing  after- 
wards in  his  lounge  suit. 

•  "The  objection  to  dressing  is  more  on  the 
part  of  the  male  members  of  the  audience  than 
the  female,  and  that  can  be<  understood  be- 
cause of  the  rush  it  entails.  Some  years  ago 
there  were  theatres  in  the  West  end  where  no 
one  would  be  permitted  to  sit  in  the  front  or 
in  the  dress  circle  in  ordinary  clothes,  but  the 
revolt  has  been  gradually  spreading,  and  be- 
fore long  the  white  shirt  may  be  driven  from 
the  audience  altogether.  After  all,  a  man  can 
enjoy  and  laugh  at  a  play  in  his  business  suit 
quite  as  well  as  he  can  in  a  dress  suit." — Lon- 
don Standard.

Mr.  Charlton  has  been  arranging  for  this 
most  important  attraction  for  next  season,  dur- 
ing fhc  past  three  months,  the  contracts  having 
been  closed  through  the  London  firm  of  Schultz- 
Curtius  &  Powell.  t  A  special  train  will  carry 
the  party  during  its' travels  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada.    There  will  be  an  executive  force 


or  four  or  live  representing  (he  managerial  in- 
terests. 

"I  should  be  proud  to  announce  Mme. 
Melba  or  Mr.  Kubelik  alone,  as  cither  is  a  'ca- 
pacity attraction,'  "  said  Mr.  Charlton.  "To 
present  them  jointly  is  a  managerial  privilege 
over  which  I  am  especially  gratified. 

"In  all  there  will  be  about  eighty  concerts. 
Mme.  Melba,  who  is  in  London  at  present,  will 
conic  here  in  September  with  Mr.  Burke  to 
make  a  preliminary  tour  Consisting  of  about 
ten  concerts  in  Canada.  They  will  have  a 
flautist  and  pianist.  Early  in  October  Mr.  Ku- 
belik will  reach  New  York  to  complete  the 
partv  that  will  travel  through  the  United 
States.

llUcn  years  ago  journals  were  waxing  sen- 
timental about  the  passing  of  the  horse;  the 
motor  car  would  drive  him  from  our  streets, 
and  five  years  would  see  him  a  curiosity.

My  Best  Friend: 

A  large  majority  of  women  each  year 
have  to  solve  the  problem  of  dressing  well 
upon  a  strictly  limited  expenditure,  and  a 
problem  in ,  very  truth  it  is.  It  means  that  a 
considerable  amount  of  thought  must  be  given 
to  every  purchase,  be  it  little  or  big,  for  the 
mistakes  must  be  lived  witft,  not  "cut"  in  th£ 
lordly  way  only  permitted  to  those  well  en- 
dowed with  this  world's  goods. 

Prudence  is  occasionally  as  golden  as  truth, 
and  perhaps  never  more  than  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  small  dress  allowances.

A  clever 
girl  of  my  acquaintance  has  remnants  of  al- 
most every  evening  frock  she  ever  possessed 
still  doing  service  in  her  wardrobe.'  Her  white 
satin  coming  out  gown  is  now  on  duty  as  a  slip 
between  pannier  draperies  of  moss-green 
ninon,  finished  with  crystal  and  silver  fringe, 
and  belted  round  the  waist  with  a  broad  band 
of  silver  tissue  ribbon.  A  second  dress  of  pale 
pink  charmeuse  has  dyed  an  excellent  black, 
and  decorated  by  some  good  jetted  embroi- 
dery, is  proving  invaluable  for  theatres  and 
restaurant  dining,  while  she  has  already  fixed 
a  piercing  and  renovating  eye  upon  a  frock  of 
blue  and  silver  brocade  which  my  lady  has 
worn  longer  in  its  present  state  than  suits  her 
critical  fancy. 

The  evening  frock  lends  itself  amiably,  as 
a  rule  to  renovation,  and  the  tunic  of  lace,  em- 
broidered net,  or  beaded  mousseline  is  one  of 
the  most  effective  of  aides-de-camp,  especially 
when  it  can  now  be  bought  ready  and  made  so 
easily  and  well.

Take  a  pound  of  veal  cutlets,  cut  it  up  into 
small  cutlets  the  size  of  a  florin.  Put  2  oz. 
of  butter  Into  a  saucepan,  with  three  onions, 
one  shalot,  2  oz.  of  bacon,  all  cut  into  small 
dice;  add  a  bouquet  garni  of  herbs,  including 
a  bay  leaf.  Fry  these  altogether  for  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour;  add  a  teaspoonful  of  corn 
flour,  a  desertspoohful  of  tarragon  vinegar, 
and  a  pint  of  gravy.  Let  all  this  simmer  for 
about  an  -hour,  remove  the  foerbs,  dish  up,  and 
pour  over  the  cutlets  the  sauce  in  which  they 
have  been  cooked,  and  strew  over  them  a 
Ubiespoonful  of  grated  tongue,  and  the  same 
of  grated  and  dried  parsley.    Serve  hot. 

CROQUETTES  OP  CALF'S  BRAINS 
Wash  the  brains  thoroughly  until  they  be- 
come white.  Remove  the  skin  and 
fibres,  then  pound  them  till  smooth  in  a 
mortar.  Season  with  pepper,  salt,  and 
a  pinch  of  white  sugar.  Add  two 
tablespdonsful  of  milk,  a  beaten  egg,  and 
a  teaspoonful  of  flour;  leave  it  to  get  quite 
cold  before  rolling  the  mixture  into  balls,  then 
dip  in  eggs  and  breadcrumbs,  and  fry  a  gol- 
den color.  Sauce~  piquante  should  be  served 
with  this  dish. 

SWEETBREADS  A  LA  SUPREME 

Take  two  plump  sweetbreads,  put  them 
into  salt  and  water  and  bring  them  to  the  boil, 
and  put  them  between  two  plates  to  flatten 
them;  trim  them,  and  cut  off  all  the  gristle 
underneath,  then  cook  them  in  half  a  pint  of 
good  stock,  with  some  carrots  and  turnips  cut 
small.  Bring  them  to  the  boil,  then  simmer 
for  twenty  minutes;  when  done,  drain  and 
dish  them  up  with  the  following  sauce:  Take 
\  Vi  02.  of  butter,  one  of  flour,  and  cook  well 
together.  When  cooked  stir  in  a  gill  of  good 
while  stock,  add  a  pinch  of  mace,  four  drops 
of  lemon  juice  and  a  good  gill  of  cream;  boil 
all  well  together,  then  add  some  white  button 
mushrooms  already  cooked  in  white  sauce,  and 
let  all  boil  together  for  five  or  ten  minutes. 
Dish  up  and  serve. 

CHICKEN  POMPADOUR 

Boil  }/j  lb.  of  spaghetti  in  salted  water,  but 
do  not  break  it  up.  Drain  it  in  a  colander,  well 
butter  a  mould,  line  it  with  the  spaghetti, 
twisting  it  all  around,  and  fill  the  centre  with 
one  and  a  half  cupfuls  of  cold  chopped 
chicken  seasoned  to  taste.  Pour  in ^©n  the  top 
of  this  half  a  cupful  of  cream,  1  oz.  of  butter, 
the  yolk  of  one  egg,  and  a  teaspoonful  of 
finely  chopped  parsley;  then  cover  over  with 
some  more  spaghetti.  Steam  it  for  an  hour, 
and  then  turn  it  out  on  to  a  hot  dish,  and  serve 
with  tomato  sauce  poured  round.

TO  SaVe'their  beautiful  city  from 
destruction  and  prevent  the  interference  of  a  for- 
eign power,  hi*  own  followers  have  h«Ipe?d  to  put  an 
end  to.  his  rule.

N  these  high  tension  days  we  are 
most  of  us  too  busily  engaged  in 
making  a  living  and  adjusting  the 
mechanism  of  government  to  our 
immediate  needs  to  have  much  op- 
portunity for  philosophic  speculation  as  to 
events  of  the  future — even  though  they  may 
fall  within  the  compass  of  our  individual  spans 
Of  life,  writes  "G.  H.  L."  in  Standard  of  Em- 
pire. It  is  unfortunate  that  this  is  so,  since  any 
tendency  towards  a  narrowing  of  perspective 
fel  bound  to  diminish  the  ^iumiMSm  ^i#Hnifcil 


statesmen  in  direct  ratio  to  the  amount  by 
which  their  horizons  are  contracted.  So  it  is 
advisable  once  in  a  while,  even  at  the  risk  of 
achieving  the  reputation  of  being  thoroughly 
unpractical  persons,  that  we  should  indulge  that 
faculty,  absent  in  the  vast  majority  of  mankind 
in  its  present  stage  of  evolution,  dormant  In 
many  more,  and  active  in  comparatively  few, 
of  projecting  ourselves  into  the  future  and  en- 
deavoring to  construct  a  mental  picture  of  the 
political  aspect  of  our  planet,  say,  a  hundred 
years  ahead. 

What  will  be  the  standing  of  the  British  Em- 
pire in  A.D.  2013?  Though  the  answer  must 
be  subject  to  the  usual  reservations  which  apply 
to  all  prophecies,  it  is  possible  dimly  to  glimpse 


an  outline  of  the  future  destinies  or  our  race 
First,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  never  before 
in  the  known  history  of  the  world  has  there 
been  a  political  organism  comparable  to  that 
of  the  Britains  today.  The  earlier  empires 
have  been  military  in  their  inception,  military 
in  their  maintenance,  and  their  decline  and  fall 
was  brought  about  by  the  tt$cay  of  the  military 
power  of  the  central  nucleus  which  e*erted* 
dominance  over  a  number  of  conquered  but  not 
assimilated  territories.  The  British  Empire' re- 
sembles these  military  growths  of  the  past  only 
in  the  respect  that  it  was  large  wort  by  the  sword 
of  its  parent  State.  But  it  does  not  depend  al- 
together today,  in  so  far  as  the  white  man's 
countries  are  concerned,  upon  the  legions  of 
that  parent  for  its  defence,  and  the  time  is  un- 
doubtedly not  far  distant  when  each  of  the  self- 
governing  portions  wiH  do  Its  full  proportion- 
ateihare  in  the  defence  of  the  whole  organism. 
Consequently,  from  a  military  point  of  view 
the  Empire  df  2013  will  most  probably  consist 
of  a  congeries  of  allied  autonomous  States  un- 
der a  common  head*  they  will  have  a  Federal 
Council  which,  without  possessing  the  power  to 
interfere  in  the  domestic  affairs  of  any  unit, 
will  control  the  exterior  policy  of  the  whole, 
and  fix  the  quota  of  ships  and  men  which  each 
must  provide  for  their  united  defence.  One 
may  hope  that  the  United  States  will  be  one  of 
the  units  of  this  world  group.  Canada  by  that 
time  will  probably  have  a  population  of  close 
on  100,000,000,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that 
the  Federal  capital  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Feder- 
ation will  be  situated  upon  the  internationa 
border  between  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

Should*  this  happen,  the  era  of  universal 
peace  would  not  seem  so  distant  as  it  does  tor 
day,  for  if  all  these  countries  were  loosely 
knit  into  a  vast  commercial  Empire  the  military 
Powers  of  Central  and  Northern  Europe  would 
be  so  completely  overshadowed  that  they 
would  agree  to  abandon  the  mad  competition  in 
armaments  which  they  are  provoking  in  these 
troublous  times,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  high- 
est mission  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  to  bestow 
the  priceless  blessing  of  a  universal  "Pax  Bri- 
tannica"  upon  this  war-scarred  world. 

Dealing  individually  with  the  component 
parts  of  the  existing  British  Empire,  there  are 
four  which  do  not  seem  to  have  any  really 
serious  problems  to  surmount.  Canada's  racial 
difficulty  is  almost  dead,  Newfoundland,  Aus- 
tralia and  New  Zealand  are  in  the  happy  posi- 
tion of  having  nothing  to  worry  about  except 
development.  South  and  East  Africa  are  on  a 
different  footing.  The  Dutch  and  English  ra- 
cial problem  is  transient — a  hundred  years 
hence  it  will  have  been  forgotten.  But  the  re- 
lationship cf  the  white  and  black  races  is  a 
thorny  question  indeed,  and  I  do  not  intend  to 
venture  on  prophecy  here.  This  is  a  matter 
which  must  be  left  to  time.  "Solvitur  Ambu- 
lando." 

As  regards  India,  here  again  it  would  be 
rash,  to  say  overmuch.  Some  day  we  may 
elect  to  .  leave  India  to  govern  it- 
self, though  that  day  is  far  off  yet. 
Whether  it  will  be  in  sight  in  A.  D. 
2013,  or  whether  by  that  time  India  will  be  a 
self-governing  entity  within  the  Imperial  ring, 
I  will  not  commit  myself  to  predict.  As  for 
West  Africa,  the  other  large  non-white  portion 
of  our  domain,  the  probabilities  are  that  it  will 
be  in  much  the  same  condition  a  hundred  years 
hence  as  India  is  today  so  far  as  governance  is 
concerned. 

Lastly,  there  are  these  islands,  the  cradle 
,.|  ,iiir  race.  What  is  to  he  their  destiny  in  the 
Century  to  fine5  The  most  clearly  indicated 
probability  thai  stands  out  is  that  there  will  be 
a  slow  but  steady  decline  ol  population,  begin- 
ning about  1950.  The  outward  flow  of  people 
to  the  dominions  and  the  declining  birthrate 
must  eventually  produce  this  effect.  Nor  is  it 
necessarily  the  misfortune  that  some  people 
profess  to  believe  it  that  such  tendencies  exist, 
in  the  light  of  that  wider  knowledge  which  a 
forward  glance  at  the  world's  history  alone  can 
give.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  coal  and 
iron  deposits  of  these  islands,  upon  which  our 
greatest  industries  depend,  will  not  last  for  more 
than  another  two  or  three  centuries,  in  the  esti- 
mation of  those  competent  to  judge.  When 
these  natural  resources  are  exhausted  there  will 
not  be  work  for  nearly  as  many  people  as  there 


is  at  present.  So  that  the  outward  movement 
to  countries  with  infinitely  larger  supplies  of 
the  basic  materials  of  industry  is  not  altogether 
a  matter  of  regret.  The  United  Kingdom  must 
eventually  become  an  agricultural  country 
again,  since  it  can  hardly  prove  profitable  to 
import  coal  and  iron  in  order  to  continue  the 
industrial  life  of  the  country.  It  may  be  that 
sun-power  or  tide-power  will  be  utilized  by 
then,  but  even  so  sunlight  is  none  too  plentiful 
in  these  latitudes,  and  we  are  not  blessed  with 
an  abundance  of  water-power  awaiting  harnesjlb 


Of  one  thing  we  may  be  certain.  Even  if 
the  centre  of  the  Empire  shifts  across  th£ 'At- 
lantic, the  love  and  veneration  of  the  entire 
race  for  its  original  home  must  preserve  it  in- 
violate from  alien  hands,  and  its  monuments 
and  antiquities  will  form  the  objective  of  thou- 
sands Of  oversea  pilgrims,  who  will  look  with 
pride  upon  the  handiwork  of  their  forefathers, 
to  whom  they  owe  their  lands,  their  liberties, 
and  their  proud  position  among  the  peoples.

LIGHTNING  FLASH  HAS  GREAT  POWER 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  use  instruments  for 
the  purpose  of  figuring  the  forces  of  lightning, 


yet  there  are  many  other  ways  of  calculating 
familiar  to  every  mathematician.  The  amount 
of  light  given  by  a  single  lightning  flash  is 
enough  to  illuminate  an  area  two  miles  sguare. 
The  bolt  Itself  would  be  visible  several  miles 
further  off,  but  the  remotest  part  of  the  re- 
gion mentioned  would  have  as  much  light  as 
would  be  given  by  a  candle— -quite  enough  to 
read  by.  To  produce  such  a  light  it  would  be' 
necessary  to  expend  1 3,000  horse-power  for  a 
second  These  figures  appear  very  large,  but 
the  time  is  short. «  The  flash  might  be  for  only 
one-thousandth  part  of  a  second,  but  the  im- 
pression on  the  eye  would  continue  for  a  tenth 
of  a  second  anyway.  Figured  down  to  an  ex- 
act hour  this  amount  of  force  would  mean  only v 
about  four  horse-power. 

According,  to  The  Engineer,  lightning  flash- 
es Usually  occur  within  thunder-clouds  and 
only  rarely  from  one  ordinary  cloud  to  another, 
or  frpiti  the  cloud  to  the  ground.  They  seem 
to 1  follow,  the  rapid  condensation  of  vapor  in 
the  air  and  to  be  caused  by  that  phenomenon. 
The  kind  of  electricity  formed  in  a  thunder- 
cloud is  not  like  that  produced  by  electrical  ma- 
chinery. Lightning  is  static  electricity,  the 
same  kind  as  is  produced  by  rubbing  amber 
with  silk;  When  a  body  like^av  brass  globe  is; 
charged  with  static  electricity  the  charge  stays 
on  the  surface  of  it.  The  quantity  of  a  full 
charge  is  limited  by  the  area  over  which  it  can

They  are  very  fond  of  Paris,  and  adopt 
more  customs  and  manners  from  the  French 
than  from  Americans  Or  English.  /^X 

"The  South  American  woman  is  becoming 
a  great  factor  abroad.  She  has  attracted the 
attention  of  shopkeepers,  for  she  is  «s  rich 
as  the  North  American  and  even  more  lavish 
with  her  money  and  her  grace,  for  she  has 
no  duty  to  pay  on  her  purchases,  and  spends 
her  millions  with  an  open  hand  along  the  Rue 
de  la;  Pifc  and  the  Place  Vendome.  She 
loves  rich  and  beautiful  things,  and  wears  her 
clothes  well  with  a  great  deal  of  dash  and 
splendor,  so  that  the  great  modistes  and  mil" 
liners  have  been  turning  away  from  the  : -N^rth 
American  beauty  and  her  scrimping  purchases, 
because  of  the  duties,  and  pouring  all  her 
amiability  upon  the  belles  from  Argentine  and 
Brazil,  and  even  Chili.  For,  oh  they  are  rich! 
And  they  are  growing  richer,  with  their  mines 
and  vast  herds  of,  cattle  and  sheep  and  their 
rubber  and  coffee  plantations,  their  new  rail- 
roads and  real  estate  deals,  and  all  sorts^p 
other  entefprises  that  make  for  sudden  and  vast 
wealth  in  new  countries. 

"But  this  is  not  all.  The  European  noble- 
men are  now  turning  to  the  South  American 
heiress  and  beauty.  They  find  that  these  wo- 
men are  not  only  as  rich  and  beautiful  as  the 
far-famed  Northern  American,  but  they  have 
more  grace  of  manner,  for  they  nearly  all  have 
a  trace  of  Castilian  blood,  and,  as  everyone 
knows,  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  have  the 
most  graceful  manners  in  the  world,  and  this 
is  very  striking  in  the  South  American  woman. 
She  is  rarely  loud  or  uncultured,  and  usually 
has  an  air  of  breeding  and  refinement  that 
many  North  American  heiresses  lack.  They 
.ne  vivacious  and  sparkling,  and  love  gaiety 
and  movement.  They  are  what  is  commonly 
called  good  company,  and  they  are  the  most 
notorious  flirts  in  the  world.  Flirting  is  an  art 
with,  them;  it  is  never  vulgar,  but  is  a  fascinat- 
ing, tantalizing  thing,  and  the  South  American 
girl  and  woman  can  give  points  to  all  the  world 
in  this  subtle  art,  and,  coupled  with  their 
beauty  and  their  wealth,  it  makes  them  the 
most  attractive  women  in  the  world,  and  so 
the  title  market  has  suddenly  been  shifted,  and 
the  North  American  girl's  nose  is  broken. 

"The  rich  South  American  woman  makes 
Paris  her  playground.  One  rarely  finds  her  in 
London.  She  does  not  like  England  or  the 
English,  but  Paris  and  the  French  people  just 
uil  her,  as  she,  like  them,  is  of  the  Latin  race, 
with  ;ill  1  lie  warmth  and  gaiety  of  such  p 
There  is  in  Paris  each  year  an  immense  visit- 
ing coionv  ol  rich  and  prominent  South  Ameri- 
cans, and  one  finds  their  Spanish  names  among 
the  lists  at  noted  functions  and  as  luring  greal 
chateaus  for  the  season.  And  already  there 
are  some  famous  belles  in  the  colony  that  are 
being  sought  by  titled  Frenchmen  who  are 
looking  for  fortunes  as  well  as  beautiful  wives. 

"One  of  the  most  famous  of  these  belles  is 
Senorita  Anita  de  Vallejos;  she  is  a  great 
beauty  and  very,  very  rich,  her  father  having 
immense  ranches  in  Argentina.  She  is  descend-

A  correspondent  of  The  London rv-Jptatigi^'' 
writing  on^the  commerce  of  West  Africa,  has 
the  following: 

"Ten  years  ago  one  would  have  said  that 
nothing  but  failure  awaited  th#»  British  mer- 
chants wherever  the  Tricolor  floated,  and  even 
now  any  but  Frenchmen  find  little  eo^dera- 
tion.  Blind  selfishness  does  not  characterize 
the  German,  as  some  would  have  us  believe, 
for  if  he  acquire  a  colony;  he  Jnvites  all,  Ger- 
man or  Englishmen,  Portuguese  or*  French- 
men, to  bring  their  capital  and  trade.,  In  the 
whole  of  the  West  African  colonies  the  mer- 
chant is  nowhere  more  warmly  encouraged 
than  in  German  Togeland  and  Cameroons,  # 
where  Liberty,  Equality and fraternity  is  the* 
motto  of  the  ruling  power*  In  Duala  I  was 
informed  by  an  English  merchant  that  the 
Governor  of  Sierra  Leone,  the  Gold  Coast, 
or  Southern  Nigeria  taking  so  radical  a  step, 
and,  moreover,  inviting  .  Germans  to  confer 
with  him!  What  questions  would  be  asked  in 
tne  House  of  Commons! 

"With  regard  to  internal  relations,  the. 
German  in  Togoland'  may  appear  to  be  arbi- 
trary in  that  he  legislates  for  domestic,  if  not 
personal,  cleanliness-?*  -:dSse&*$eMm^m**he*w 
backyard,  a  broken  jug  half  filled  with  water* 
the  haunt  of  fever  carrying  mosquitoes,  an 
unswept  doorstep,  or  a  defective  roof  will 
subject  the  delinquent  to  a  fine  tof  £1 .  It  rer 
suits  that  even  the  most  fastidious  may  enjoy 
a  promenade  in  any  part  of  Lofne.  The  same 
principle  obtains  in  commercial  transactions. 
The  Government  insists  on  meeting  all  ships, 
taking  charge  of  the  merchants'  cargo,  lifting 
it  over  the  boiling  surf,  and  delivering  it  at 
the  "Magazine"  door.  Likewise  the  mer- 
chants' produce  of  oil,  copra,  corn,  kernels, 
and  "tvdry  "Is*  conveyed "  on  board  the  ships 
which  lie  at  anchor  rolling  and  tossing  be- 
yond the  breakers.  The  Government  make, 
it  is  true,  a  charge  for  their  trouble,  if  this  is 
considered  a  hardship  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  everyone  is  compelled  to  share  it  equal- 
ly, and  •  all  are  alike  freed  from  inevitable 
vexation,  from  the  'seamen's  language,'  of  im- 
patient   ships'    officers,    and    other    attendant

hen  a  large  number  of  vapor  particles 
unite  to  form  a  raindrop  their  electrical  charges 
e  combined,  but  there  is  not  as  much  surface 
a  big  drop  as  on  the  many  particles  which 
went  into  it.  Consequently  there  is  more  elec- 
tricity than  the  drop  can  hold.  It  must  hunt  up 
other  accommodations,  either  in  some  cloud 
or  on  the  earth.  Flashes  in  the  clouds  are  often 
several  miles  lqjM^gthese  flashes  are  composed 
of  a  chain  of  small  flashes.  The  remedying  of 
one  overcharged  cloud  by  a  discharge  into  an- 
other increases  the  load  of  that  cloud  and  a 
number  of  discharges  are  needed  to  even  things 

Lightning  discharges  from  one  cloud  to  an- 
other or  on  the  earth  differ  greatly  in  force. 
Some  lightning  bolts  are  very  heavy  and  splin- 
ter trees  into  toothpicks,  destroy  buildings  and 
fuse  rocks.  Others  are  more  mild  and  do  little 
or  no  damage. 

The  question  of  how  the  static  electricity 
gets  into  the  clouds  is  very  difficult  to  answer. 
One  theory  is  that  it  is  generated  by  the  evapor- 
ation of  water  by  the  sun's  rays.  Another  that 
static  discharges  are  continually  taking  place 
from  the  earth  into  the  air  and  are  there  readily 
collected  by  particles  of  moisture.  When  the 
particles  of  moisture  condense  they  form  heavy 
thunder-clouds,  and  this  formation  of  raindrops 
causes  the  lightnihg  flashes  as  explained. — 
Electric  News.

London  theatreland  is  situatetd  in  its

LONDON,  Fab.  22. — The  abrogation  of 
the  Brooklanas  Agreement  by  the 
Cotton  Operative  Spinners'  Amalgama- 
tion at  Manchester  has  come  about  in 
a  surprisingly  nonchalant  manner.  When 
the  operative  spinners  last  month  de- 
cided by  an  overwhelming  majority  to 
instruct  their  secretary  to  take  the  nec- 
essary measures  for  withdrawing  from 
this  agreement  it  was  naturally  sup- 
posed that  official  intervention  would 
follow. 

Unconsciously,  it  would  seem,  the 
agreement  has  been  allowed  to  dissolve, 
regardless  of  the  fact  that  for  the  last 
twenty  years  it  has  been  the  one  con- 
trolling power  working  successfully  for 
peace  In  the  constantly  recurring  trou- 
bles peculiar  to  the  cotton  trade.  The 
manner  of  the  passing  of  the  Brook- 
lands  Agreement  undoubtedly  does  sug- 
gest that  both  employers  and  employed 
had  come  to  regard  it  as  a  worthless 
document,  but  the  contrary  is  the  case, 
and  this  makes  the  quiescent  attitude 
of  both  parties  the  more  unaccountable. 
But  the  latest  development  In  the  sit- 
uation testified  to  the  fact  that  the  op- 
eratives are  not  going  to  take  leave  of 
their  senses  by  tearing  up  nn  agreement 
which  for  so  long  has  maintained  such 
harmonious  relations  between  employers 
and  employed. 

Last  week  the  release  of  the  operative 
spinners  was  effected,  and  the  emphatic 
reiteration  of  the  statement  by  the  lead- 
ers of  the  cardroom  workers  that  they, 
too,  would  withdraw  from  the  agree- 
ment promised  to  correlate  with  the  ac- 
tion of  their  fellow  trade  unionists.  But 
at  a  meeting  of  thfl  cardroom  workers 
In  Manchester  later  It  was  agreed  to 
ask  for  a  meeting  with  the  [Employers' 
Federation  in  order.  If  posulble,  to  ar- 
rive at  some  amendment  which  will  re- 
move the  cause  of  complaint.

An  interesting-  paper,  orlginaUy  read 
before  the  Philippine^ Academy,  has  just 
come  from  tho  hands  of  the  printer,  and 
is  receiving  considerable  attention  from 
those  interested  in  Philippine  history, 
remarks  The  Manila  Times.  This  Is  the 
"Origin  of  the  Malayan  Filipinos,"  by 
Dr.  Najeeb  M.  Saleeby,  one  of  the  best- 
Informed  students  of  the  subject. 

He  traces  the  race  from  prehistoric 
times  to  «»•  present,  hie  knowledge  ■  #' 
Asiatic  and  dead  languas/es  assisting  to 
•  great  extent  In  the  research.  The 
Tagaloga,  says  Father  Chirlno,  bad  a 
fable  to  the  effect  that  the  first  man 
and.womaii  war*  twins  who  developed 
inside  of  a  joint  of  bamboo,  which 
opened  of  itself  and  let  them  out  Sim- 
ilar fables  exist  among  the  Samai,  Mag- 
indanaw  and  Lanao  Moros,  also  among 
the  tribes  of  Luzon,  Borneo  and  the 
Malay  peninsula. 

The  traditions  and  legends  of  the 
primitive  tribes  of  the  Philippine  islands 
show  very  dearly  that  their  forefathers 
arose  in  this  land,  and  that  they  have 
been  bere  ever  since  creation.  They 
further  say  that  the  coast  tribes  and 
foreigners  came  later  and  fought  them 
and  took  possession  of  the  land  which 
they  occupy  at  the  present.  When 
Magha/mi.  tM-  earliest-  recorded  ImmU 
grant,  reached  Sulu  Island  the  aborig- 
ines bad  already  developed  to  such  a 
stats  of  culture  that  they  bad  large  set- 
tlements along  the  coast,  and  datus  of 
rajas.

and  Mindanao.  The  moet  typical  of  talS 
tribe  now  Inhabit  the  island  of  Basilian. 
off  the  west  coast  of  Mindanao,  and  all 
of  the  Sulu  Islands.  They  still  migrate 
and  travel  east  and  west  between  Sulu 
and  Borneo  and  the  Malacca  straits. 

The  Malayan  Filipinos  of  today  pre- 
sent three  distinct  classes.  The  pagan, 
or  hill  tribes,  the  Christians,  the  most 
civilized  Filipinos,  and  the  Moros.  At 
first  sight,  the  difference  between  these 
classes  seems  to  be  so. Immense  that  we 
wonder  whether  they  have  anything  in 
common.  The  hill  tribes  must  have  been 
primitive  from  the  beginning,  and  re- 
mained unaffected  by  foreign  influence. 
Differences  in   Character 

The  better  culture  of  the  coast  people 
indicates  a  radical  difference  in  the 
character  of  the  two  classes,  and  could 
not  have  been  acquired  In  this  land. 
They  must  have  grown  up  under  differ- 
ent circumstances,  and  been  trained 
under  better  conditions.  These  condi- 
tions could  not  have  existed  in  this  land 
and  therefore  must  have  existed  else- 
whore.  They,  therefore,  must  have  been 
the  later  Immigrants  who  overpowered 
tlie  primitive  occupants  of  the  coast 
and  lowlands. 

The  development,  of  the  Malayan 
Fillpmo,  therefore,  must  have  passed 
through  four  stages.  The  first  was  the 
prehistoric  cr;i,  marked  by  the  hill 
tribes  and  primitive  culture.  The  sec- 
ond was  the  commercial  era,  marked  by 
a  Hindu-Malayan  culture,  and  repre- 
sented by  the  pagan  coast  tribes  of 
Mindanao,  the  Bisayas  and  Luzon,  Bis- 
LS,  in  Hindu,  meant  slave.  The  third 
is  the  firearms  era,  which  is  marked 
by  a  fcfabomadan  culture,  and  is  rspi 
eented  by  the  Moro  tribes;  and  tin- 
fourth  Is  the  Spanish  era,  marked  by 
the  Christian  culture.  This  last  Bra 
dated  from  Spanish  occupation,  or  1565. 
The  third  era  dates  as  far  back  as  1400 
A.  D.,  the  approximate  time  of  the  ar- 
rival of  Mahomedan  missionaries  and 
princes  in  Sulu.  The  second  era,  It  may 
be  said,  began  in  Wf-strrn  Malaysia  In 
tee  fourth  century.

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  note  that  the 
ruinous  epics  and  Vedlc  hymns  of  an- 
cient India  are  recognized,  though  in  a 
crude  form,  in  the  song-lore  of  Min- 
danao. These  songs  are  tabooed  by  the 
devout  Mahomedans,  and  are  not 
learned  or  recited  by  the  pandltas,  or 
priests.  They  are  best  known  around 
Lake  Lanao,  where  the  Moros  are  most 
exclusive  in  their  habits  and  Intercourse 
and  where  foreign  communications  have 
been    almost   entirely    cut   oft. 

Tbey  could  not  have  been  brought  In- 
>  '  the  country  after  the  15th  century 
and  are  necessarily  relics  of  a  former 
era  and  previoue  worship.  The  worship 
of  the  Vedlc  godB  was  sot  restricted  to 
the  tribes  that  were  afterward  Mahom- 
rtixed,  but  exists  at  present  among 
the  bill  tribes  of  Mindanao,  and  must 
have  been  very  common  among  the  an- 
cient  Blsayans   and   Tagalogs   of  Luzon. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  castes  in  the 
Philippine  people,  either  in  coast  or  hill 
tribes,  tfor  has  Brahma  been  mentioned, 
nor  is  there  any  evidence  that  either 
Brahmanism  of  Buddhism  evar  reached 
Up  TMVlfrtnem,  but  many  of  the  sods 
of  the  ancient  belief  are  Identical  with 
the  Hindu  sods.

CAPETOWN,  Feb.  20. — In  connection 
with  the  evidence  recently  taken  by  the 
Dominions  Royal  Commission  on  Immi- 
gration within  the  Empire,  "South  Af- 
rica" discusses  the  failure  of  the  Union 
to  attract  Immigrants  and  warns  the 
Government  and  the  country  that  the 
impression  Is  gaining  ground  that  the 
newest  Dominion  does  not  wish  to  in- 
crease its   white  population. 

There  is,  tt  says,  no  Increase,  but  ra- 
ther the  reverse.  "This  is  an  exceed- 
ingly serious  matter,  in  view  of  South 
Africa's  overwhelming  and  growing  col- 
ored population,  and  of  its  relatively 
weak  position  among  the  nations  of  the 
world.  There  is  some  excuse  for  Mr. 
William  Soper,  who  gave  evidence  be- 
fore the  Commission,  venturing  to  think 
'that  the  trend  of  the  present  Govern- 
ment policy  was  to  keep  South  AfrioA 
exclusive  instead  of  encouraging  immi- 
gration.' It  Is  true,  as  Sir  Richard  bol- 
omon  said,  that  there  Is  little  demand 
In  South  Agrica  for  'unskilled  farmers.' 
The  farmer  settler  needs  capital  as  well 
■a  fl»P«ien,ce.  But  men  of  this  stamp 
are  available,  they  are  leaving  the 
Mother  Country  by  thousands  every 
year,  and  the  other  Dominions  are  get- 
ting them.  What  has  South  Africa 
done,  and  what  I*  she  doing? 

•The  truth  Is  .that  South  Africa  is 
being  left  behind  In  the  race  for  effect- 
ive nationality.  We  arc  not  surprised 
that  the  need  for  immigration  was  a 
frequent  text  at  the  recent  meetings  of 
the '  Unionist  party  in  Natal  and  the 
Transvaal;  but  we  do  marvel  that  the 
urgency  of  this  need  has  not  seised  on 
every  thinking  South  African,  quite 
Irrespective  of  party.  For  it  Is  no  party 
question,  and  certainly  not  a  racial  one. 
Let  the  population  come  from  Britain, 
France,  Holland,  Germany,  Italy,  Rus- 
sia or  anywhere,  provided  that  it  con- 
sists  Of  decent  white  folk  who  will 
work  for  their  living,  and  the  men  of 
whom  may  he  trusted,  in  case  of  need, 
to  shoulder  a  rifle  on  behalf  of  their 
adopted  country.  South  Africa  Should 
tako  every  week  a  thousand  white  immi- 
grants of  either  British  or  mixed  race 
without  fearing  that  this  influx  would 
do  any  damage  to  the  character  of  the 
country's  inhabitanta.**

Clay  nguxes  Pound 

An  important  and  highly  interesting- 
announcement  was  made  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  French  Academy  of  in- 
scriptions when  Count  Begouen.  the 
well  known  investigator  of  prehistoric 
remains  described  the  figurines  of  bi- 
sons modeled  in  clay  which  he  had  dis- 
covered in  the  ejave  tairtJeyi^aihe  Ttt» 
L'ltbouuert.  In  the  district  of  Montes- 
quleu-Aventes  (Arlege),  It  was  in  the 
same  cave  that  Count  Begouen  discov- 
ered prehistoric  pictures  of  animals  on 
the  walls,  a  discovery  which  was  re- 
ported to  the  Academy  by  M.  Salomon 
Kelnac    last   August. 

Count  Begouen  related,  says  The 
Times  Paris  correspondent,  that  when 
further  explorln-g  the  cave  with  his  sons 
he  had  found  his  progress  barred  by  a 
mass  of  stalactites.  A  hole  was  broken 
through  the  obstacle  and  the  explorers 
passed  through  Into  a  gallery  in  which 
they  discovered  two  figures,  respective- 
ly 26  1n.  and  30  in.  long,  representing 
a  male  and  female  bison.  The  figures 
were  almost  intact,  although  sllffhtly 
crocked    by    the    drying   of    the    clay. 

They  appeared  to  have  been  attached 
(0  the  ^vall  of  the  cave,  or,  rather.  <o 
some  rocks  that  had  fallen  from  the 
roof.  The  only  damage  that  they  had 
received  was  that  one  of  the  horns  of 
the  female  bison  and  its  tail  hail  been 
broken  off.  The  tall  was  found  on  the 
floor  of  the  cave.  The  figures  have  the 
aspect  of  bas-relief,  as  only  the  right 
side  was  completely  modeled,  while  the 
side  that  was  sticking  to  the  rock  was 
ircely    formed.

In  these  days  of  "improvements"  in 
golf  links  in  Great  Britain,  when 
scarcely  a  course  escapes  modification 
in  soma  season,  the  failure  of  one  effort 
In  that  direction  is  interesting.  At 
PrestWlOk,  the  third  hole,  "the  Cardi- 
nal," has  always  been  one  of  the  glor- 
Bj  the  members.  These  traditions 
have  been  made,  and  it  is  declared  that 
the  golfer  who  looks  upon  "the  caidi 
nal"  for  the  Hist  time  is  almost  In  the 
situation  of  the  ordinary  traveler  who 
makes  his  first  inspection  of  the  Hphinv 
or   of  Niagara    Fall.*. 

The  members  say  that  the  "card! 
nal"  is  "one  of  the  biggest.  boldest, 
strongest  pieces  of  golf  that  could  be 
iglned,  with  a  terrible,  black-looking 
bunker  in  the  middle,  and  the  Pow  Burn 
winding  snake-like  and  treacherously 
around  the  right-hand  side  of  it,  and 
away  at'lnti  end  W.  UttlV  iwm£»M
